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OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpow, October 15, 1869. 

Proressor Toomas Granam has departed this life 
at the early age of 54. He was the discoverer of 
the law of the diffusion of gases—of the law of 
the diffusion of liquids—and of the new method of 
separation known as dialysis, and the author of 
most ingenious speculations on the constitution of 
phosphates and other salts. His ‘Elements of 
Chemistry” ran through several editions, and was 
translated into German. What remains to be said 
of a scientific man’s life after an enumeration of 
his labors? They are his life. Thomas Graham 
was born in Glasgow, the 2lst December, 1805. 
His father was a mechanic and manufacturer. He 
was educated up to his degree in his native city, 
and (except a two years’ residence in Edinburgh 
immediately after he was made A. M.), there he 
resided until he was 32, doing great public service 
as lecturer at the Mechanics’ Institute, and by es- 
tablishing a laboratory for the study of practical 
chemistry. In 1837 he came up here, having ac- 
cepted the chair of chemistry of London, which he 
filled for nearly twenty years. Upon Sir John Her- 
schel’s resignation of the Mastership of the Mint, 
Prof. Graham was appointed to succeed him, and he 
held this office until his death. He was elected a 
Fellow of the Royal Society in 1636, and a corre- 
sponding member of the French Institute in 1848. 

The “ Times” pays its compliments to M. Victor

is, after all, and in spite of all, a book to be read, | 


if only as one of the ‘curiosities of literature.’ <A 
boek that pretends to guide and can only mislead ; 
pretends to inform, and is utterly ignorant; pre- 
tends to have a good social moral, and has no 
moral at all; pretends to show how, in the intri- 
cate problem of class government, wrong may be 
set right, and only shows how right may be set 
wrong—surely that book is a chef d’auvre of its 
kind !’’ 

I did not send you the circular issued by the 
Historical Manuscripts’ Commission, although I con- 


| sidered it one of the most interesting papers issued 
here this long while, for it is going to be the means 
of letting a flood of light upon English history, 
But I dreaded your scissors! We have already 
begun to see into historical recesses which had 
hitherto been dark. The Commission has been re- 
ceived with interest and kindness in every quarter, 
and more than thirty ecclesiastical and lay corpo- 
rations, and some seventy-three noblemen and gen- 
tlemen have placed their treasures, which are al- 
most altogether unpublished, at the command of 
the Commissioners. Their success has been so 
great, it has already been determined to extend the 
Commissioners’ inquiries to Scotland and Ireland. 
Short as has been the time of the Commissioners’ 
labors, there have been discovered a curious and 
valuable narrative by Lord Halifax (it is in his 
autograph), containing, among other matters, re- 
ports of his various conversations with William IIL 
It may be mentioned the owner of this important 
manuscript was himself ignorant of its existence. 
Uther curious particulars relating to William IIL 
have been discovered in the correspondence of 
Marlborough’s secretary, Cardonnel. Newly dis- 
covered papers have confirmed Macaulay’s conjec- 
tural interpretation of the letters P. M. A. C. F., 
and have confirmed Father Huddleston’s account 
of Charles II.’s death and conversion to the Romish 
church, Above 250 of the letters taken in Charles 
I.’s secretary at the battle of Naseby have been 
found; only 30 of these letters have been published ; 
the majority of them seemed to the authorities of 
the hour too likely to win opinion in the king’s 
favor, and consequently were unpublished. Au- 
other valuable discovery was a considerable collec- 
tion of papers full of interesting particulars of the 
Gunpowder Plot, most of them unknown or imper- 
fectly known. The puzzle which no historian has 
yet solved—I mean Perkin Warbeck’s vicissitudes 
of life—has had some light thrown upon it by pa- 
pers found in an unusually rich collection, for the 
same mive has yielded three holograph letters of 
Cardinal Wolsey, and extremely interesting letters 
which have almost since their date lain forgotten, 
from Henry VII., Elizabeth of York, Henry VILL, 
aud Katherine of Arragon. The wealth of the pri- 
vate English families in valuable and unpublished 
/manuscripts is quite incredible. One family alone 
has contributed from their muniment-room 5000 
| private letters from the eminent personages of the 
| 16th and17th centuries. Another muniment-room 
| has furnished 200 letters from George Stepney, the 
| diplomatist (who was conspicuous enough in bis 
| day to be deemed worthy a grave in Westminster 
| Abbey, but he is better known to us as Priors 
| friend), 100 letters from Prior himself, and a Um 
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per of most interesting letters about political and 
other matters in Holland and Denmark. One col- 
lection, whose dust had not been disturbed since 
Dugdale’s death (be formed it) has yielded most | 
important documents, old as the 9th, 10th, 11th, | 
and 12th centuries, and all in perfect preservation. | 
I may ivstance among them: Anglo-Saxon char- | 
ters, charters of the early Norman Kings, and Em- 
press Maude, and letters from St. Hugh, Bishop of | 
Lincoln, and from Arnulp of Lisieux.

_The Dredging Expedition which was sent to the 
Northern Seas to obtain specimens of the ocean’s 
bottom at great depths has returned, at least for 
this season. Dr. Carpenter, who was at its head, 
is preparing his report, which rumor says will be 
even more interesting than that which he laid last 
year before the Royal Society. 

[ must notice the appearance of the second 
edition of Mr. George Long’s translation of “The 
Thoughts of the Emperor M. Aurelius Antoninus,” 
because he complains in it of the American pub- 
lisher who reprinted the book and took the liberty 
of adding a dedication which did not exist in the 
original edition. Mr. Long says he has never 
dedicated a book to any person, but if he were to 
dedicate this translation to any man, “I would 
dedicate it to him who led the Confederate armies 
against the powerful invader, and retired from an 
unequal contest defeated but not dishonored ; to the 
noble Virginian soldier whose talents and virtues 
place him by the side of the best and wisest man 
that ever sat on the throne of the imperial Caesars.”

The “Dictionary of Biography and My- 
thology,” 3 vols., £3 3s., say $15 gold. The “ Dic- 
tionary of Greek and Roman Geography,” 2 vols., 
£2 2s., say $10 gold. The works may now be had 
for about $30 gold. The original cost was about 
$60 gold. The dictionaries, or any volume of the 
dictionaries, may be had separately. 

We are not overburdened with periodicals, it 
would seem! At all events Messrs. Macmillan an- 
nounce a new weekly illustrated scientific journal 
styled “Nature.’? Mr. J. Norman Lockey is the 
editor. Messrs. Butterworth are on the eve of 
bringing out a legal periodical entitled “The Law 
Examination Journal ;” its aim will be to provide 
for the wants of law students, and probably may 
recommend itself to some American publisher for re- 
publication. Another firm is about to bring out an 
illustrated magazine containing stories, biography, 
poetry, travels, in-door and out-door amusements 
intended chiefly for boys and young men; it will 
be entitled “The Gentleman’s Journal.” Mr. Mur- 
ray has issued a new monthly magazine to be de- 
voted to literature, learning, science, and art; we 
have in the first number an unpublished statement 


| by Lord Byron in relation to his separation from 
| Lady Byron, and a full account, by the best au- 


thorities, of the destruction of Lord Byron’s Me- 
moirs by Moore; among the contributors to this 
new magazine will be Prof. Huxley, Sir John Lub- 
bock, Mr. Mathew Arnold, and Prof. Max Miiller. 
Then there is to be a weekly magazine intended for 
Freemasons; “ Punch’’ and “ Judy” are to havea 
rival styled “Punch and Judy;”’ and two new 
weekly illustrated twopence magazines are said to 
be immediately below the horizon, one to be called 
“The Period” (into which “The Echoes”’ will pro- 
bably merge) and the other “ The Gayety,” which 
borrows its name from the Gayety Theatre, and it is 
said will be edited by a person connected with this 
playhouse. 

The late Bishop Phillpotts of Exeter has be- 
queathed his valuable ecclesiastical library to 
Truro, Cornwall.

but even to his friends, solely by his pseudonym. 
I felt instantly I was talking stupidly. I could not 
consent to say more. It was in vain I told Querard 
I absolutely could not betray a secret which I had 
heard through a common kinsman. He would not 
give up. He was not a man to accept such reasons. 
My life was poisoned after this day. I saw Querard 
sometimes two or three times a day. He woke me 
up in the morning, he waited at my door at night. 
He wanted to know the name of the newspaper- 
writer. I was the game, he was the hunter. He 
made sure of taming me by fatigue. When I lost 
patience I was insolent to him; he bowed his back, 
made no reply, and returned the next day? His 
death alone delivered me from this little persecu- 
tion.” ... Mme. George Sand is accustomed at 
Nohant, her rural residence, to read to her guests 
in the evening. She commonly selects works by 
her authors. As she reads aloud she arranges, 
corrects, remodels the sentences, adds style where 
the book lacks it, skips redundancy, and adds to. 
the thought or expression. Her audience suspect 
nothing, and are delighted with the new author ; 
but their Opinions change when she gives the book 
to another reader. This is doubtless very agreea- 
ble, but I confess I should prefer hearing the au 
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thor himself to hearing the author embellished by 
Mme. Sand. ... What a number of titled people 
now write for periodicals or the press, or write 
books. The Queen of England, Napoleon III., Em- 
peror Maximilian, Empress Charlotte, Duke d’Au- 
male, Prince de Joinville, Count de Paris, Duke de 
Chartres, have all published works within the last 
few years. Earl of Derby, Duke of Argyle, Duke 
de Broglie, Prince de Broglie, Duke de Noailles, 
Count de Montalembert, Count de Falloux, Count 
Alfred de Vigny, are authors familiar to everybody.

Belgiojoso writes for ‘‘ La Revue des Deux Mondes.”’

In Italy, he is the representative of 
the national unity, and of opposition to the Pope’s 
temporal power. He is considered the precursor 
and prophet of the Revolution which has now taken 
place. Therefore, the celebrated inscription was 
long since written on his tomb, Tanto homini nullum 
par elogium. This inscription was addressed less to 
the great writer than to the great patriot.

I gave you recently some examples of the French 
dramatic censors’ stupidity. Here are some in- 
stances of the good sense of dramatic censors at 
Vienna. Before 1848, it was forbidden to use the 
phrase “O God!” the censors required “ O Heaven!” 
to be used instead. In one play was the phrase 
“Think there lives a God !’’ The censors translated 
it, “ Think there lives a Heaven!’? No dedication 
was allowed to be printed unless the author 
brought the written permission of the person to 
whom the work was dedicated, authorizing the use 
of his name. One day a sonata was published, 
dedicated to the Manes of Hummel. The censors 
refused to allow it to be published unless Hum- 
mel’s written consent was produced. In 1840, a 
scene was laid at Cologne on the Rhine. As pub-

the Archbishop of Cologne, the censors erased 
Cologne and inserted Nuremberg. The actors talked 
of Nuremberg on the Rhine. A pamphlet was pub- 
lished in which occurred a quotation from Montes-

| effaced it, and introduced a loyal phrase, making 


Montesquieu assert the very contrary of his real 
opinion.

The author regards 
pratical theology as the crown of theological study 
in general. His work is divided, as follows: I.

We then have the 
work arranged in articles, from which, to give an 
idea of them, we select the following: Necessity, 
Ground, and Purpose of the Pastorate ; The Proper 
Enlargement and True Limits of Pastoral Labor; 
The Personal Conditions of Successful Pastoral 
Care; and The Material and other Aid to Pastoral 
Labor. One of the most interesting and timely 
sections of the work is the concluding portion, 
which is called “ Apologetical Conversations,” and 
refutes the common objections by skeptics of Chris- 
tian truth. Dr. Nitzsch’s “ Predigten aus der Amts- 
fuhrung in Bonn und Berlin,’ is one of the few 
books of Sermons calculated to sustain the old 
character of German homiletical literature. These 
sermons exhibit all the thoroughness of the scholar 
and thinker, and the warmth and practical bearing 
that one has a right to expect from the earnest 
Christian preacher. The present volume contains 
one hundred sermons, and is the ripe fruit of fifty- 
six years of labor in the pulpit, besides regular 
duties as Professor in the University of Bonn and 
Berlin. The author had previously issued, com- 
mencing in 1833, six different collections of sermons, 
but now, in order to give them all a permanent 
shape and to leave out the most dispensable mate- 
rial, these have been condensed into the present 
stately octavo.

Herr H. Herzog has given us a very quotable 
book: “Das Sprichwort in der Volksschule’’ (C.

man and Swiss authors. For instance, we have a 
choice stanza from Riickert on the proverb, “ The 
miser never does so well as when he dies,” and 
another by Freidank on “ Hunger is the best cook.” 
German literature is increasing rapidly in works of 
proverbs, as ‘‘ Sailer’s Wisdom of the Gutter,” “ Stei- 
ger’s Precious German Proverbs,” and * Schulze’s 
Biblical Proverbs of the German Language.” 
The cultivation of this class of German literature 
commenced just thirty years ago, and continued 
very industriously for twenty years. We count 
Herr Herzog’s work, either with or without his plea 
for the study of proverbs in the schools, as one of 
the very best on the subject during the last decade. 

One of the most important of all the recent issues 
from the German theological press is unquestion- 
ably Dr. B. Weiss’s “ Lehrbuch der Biblischen The- 
ologie des Neuen Testaments” (Hertz, Berlin). The 
work is, in most of its aspects, thoroughly original, 
as the author had no real predecessors in this de- 
partment. The prevailing ecclesiastical confessions 
are left quite out of the question, and the New Tes- 
tament only is taken into consideration in the set- 
ting forth of Christian doctrine. The Biblical the- 
ology of the New Testament, as the author explains | 
his science, is the scientific description of the re- 
ligious ideas and doctrines contained in the New 
Testament. His task is to represent individually 
and historically the multiplicity of the New Testa- 
ment doctrinal forms, whose unity is contained in 
the historical fact of the divine revelation through 
Christ. It is distinguished from Biblical dogmatics | 
by the latter having for its object the laying down | 
of a general systematical form to the truth declared | 
in the New Testament. After an Introduction, in 
which we find many useful general remarks on the 
theology of the New Testament, the author divides 
his work into parts, as follows: I. The Doctrine of | 
Jesus according to the Latest Tradition; II. The 
Apostolical Doctrinal Type in the pre-Pauline 
Period; III. Paulinisin; 1V. The Early Doctrinal 
Type of the post-Pauline Period; V. The Johan- 
nean Theology. The work, as a whole, betrays 
ripe scholarship, and it is one which the learned 
author, a professor in the University of Kiel, has | 
unquestionably been meditating a long time. 

Dr. H. Gerlach, of the Berlin University, has made 
a contribution to the already large Schleiermacher | 
literature (the anniversary of Schleiermacher’s | 
birth has just been celebrated) in the shape of an | 
elaborate essay entitled, “ Die letzten Dinge, unter 
besenderer Beriichsichtigung der Exchatologie | 
Schleiermacher’s” (W. Herz, Berlin). The Doctor 
has examined carefully the various Protestant con- 
fessions on the subject, and has compared the Pro- 
testant literature with them. He proves, that not | 
ouly the confessions and the acknowledged stand- 
ards are at variance with Schleiermacher on death, 
the resurrection, and the judgment, but that the 
Scriptures themselves disprove his statements. The 
sum of Schleiermacher’s teaching on death is, that 
the mortality of the human race is not the result 
of sin, that death is therefore not punishment, but | 
that the death of the individual is something acci- | 
dental! Schleiermacher admits the immortality of 
the soul, but still it is a grave question whether he | 
ever admitted a personal immortality. In a letter 
which he once wrote are these words: “ But per- | 
sonal life is not the essence of the spirit—it is only | 
a phenomenon.” Contents: Introduction ; I. Escha- | 
tology according to the Doctrinal Works of the 17th 
Century ; II. Schleiermacher’s Eschatological Teach- 
ings; III. Critical Comparison and Examination; | 
1. (Death); (Eschatological Principles); (After | 
Death) ; (Intermediate State) ; (Resurrection of the 
Body); (Final Judgment); (End of the World) ; 


(Eternal Happiness); (Eternal Misery). Dr. Ger. 
lach’s book is a good supplement to that class of 
works by German authors in which the theme, 
already very special, is so thoroughly handled, so 
utterly exhausted, that the reader asks, at the close 
of the volume, “ What more can be said ?” 

Herr Shiiublin has just issued the twelfth edition 
of his popular and attractive “ Lieder fiir Jung und 
Alt” (C. Detloff, Basle). The collection embraces 
the very best Swiss songs, and these accompanied 
by notes. The best lyrists of the present century, 
and some of even an earlier date, are here fairly 
represented. The great charm of the volume, ac- 
cording to our view, is that part of it in which we 
find songs descriptive of the Swiss mountaineer’s 
love of his native Alps. Uhland’s “ Ancestral Crypt” 
closes the volume. 

Pastor Fiiller has attempted, in his “ Profet 


| Daniel’’ (Detloff, Basle), to meet, in a way adapted 


to the general reader, objections lately urged by 
skeptical writers to the prophecy of Daniel. He 
would place its authorship back where it belongs, 
and, in doing so, he refutes very successfuly the 
statement of Bunsen, that “it is one of the greatest 
triumphs and most beneficial effects of modern 
criticism to have shown that the book of Daniel 
belongs to the Maccabean period.” The anthen- 
ticity of Daniel, like that of the Gospel of John, 
was never questioned in the church until the close 
of the last and the beginning of the present cen- 
tury. Now the advocates of skeptical criticism 
assert that Daniel was never at the Babylonian 
court. They allege that there is support for their 
opinion in the contents and character of the pro- 
phecy itself, and especially in its historical part. 
The work is divided into two parts, History and 
Prophecy. Its subdivisions are made according to 
the historical events narrated in the prophecy itself. 
The volume closes with some very appropriate gene- 
ral remarks on the prophecy, and these are divided 
as follows: Fundamental Thoughts in Relation to 
the Prophecy of Daniel; II. Authenticity of the 
Prophecy ; lil. Authorship. We regard Pastor Fil- 
ler’s work as one of the very best efforts to meet, in 
a plain and popular style, the critical questions 
raised by the skeptical theologians of Germany and 
Switzerland. He has studiously banished all learned 
display, and even every Hebrew Chaldean word, 
though his work shows throughout perfect famili- 
arity with the Hebrew and its cognates. .

The copy of 
the Memoirs belonging to Lord Broughton (Hob- 
house), who was Byron's literary executor, is sealed

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We have received the first part of one of the 
many new periodica's which have recently been 
started in England, “The Gentleman’s Journal.” 
The editor does not profess to be schoolmaster or 
instructor, but to be “useful and amusing to all gen 
tlemen from youth to manhood, from maturity to 
age in its retirement.” The part before us contains 
sixty-four folio pages, is plentifully illustrated with 
wood engravings, and possesses a chromo-litho- 
graphic supplement to each number. 

Dr. Doran continues to edit the London ‘ Athe- 
neum.” A son of the publisher, Mr. E. Francis, 
has just become successor to Mr. Holmes, the 
printer, who has retired from business. Hence- 
forth Mr. Francis, who will undertake the printing 
of books, &c., will style his press “ The Atheneum 
Press.”

The “Times’” critic fell foul of the work, which 
was defended by Mr. Dallas, the late literary critic 
of that journal, under whose direction it is being 
produced. Mr. Dallas seemed to have the best of 
the argument, and deserved it, for the translation 
is, we believe, made by Mr. Jerningham, naval 
attaché to the British Embassy at Paris—a gentle- 
man who, we happen to know, is well acquainted 
with French literature, and is as familiar with the 
French language as a native. 

By the death, in England, of Professor Conington 
and Mr. John Bruce, F.S. A., English literature has 
sustained a loss. Professor Conington was a scholar 
—a ripe and good one—and his spirited translations 
of the “/Eneid” of Virgil, and of the Odes and 
Carmen Seculare of Horace into English verse have 
been greatly praised for their faithfulness and 
beauty. 

Mr. Bruce was a learned antiquarian, and had 
edited, with much credit, several valuable works 
for the “Camden’”’ and other societies. He had 
also contributed to the “ Archzologia,” to the 
*“* Edinburgh Review” and the “ Gentleman’s Maga- 
zine,” of which he was at one time editor. At the 
time of his death, which was due to heart disease, 
he was engaged in the production of “A Calendar 
of State Papers for the Master of the Rolls.” 


Mr. A. W. Kincuake, the author, who has been 
visiting the East to obtain information and verify 
details for the concluding volumes of his History 
of the Invasion of the Crimea, 1854-56, has re- 
turned to England. He has received a great deal 
of information, at Sebastopol, from General Todle- 
ben, the Russian Engineer, who has himself writ- 
ten a very interesting ‘“‘ Narrative of the War in 
the Crimea.” Mr. Kinglake, who is a non-prac- 
tising barrister, published his first book, “ Eothen,”’ 
in 1844, entered Parliament in 1857 for the borough 
of Bridgewater, and was re-elected in last year. 
The first portion of his work on the Crimean War 
appeared in 1863. He was born in the west of 
England in 1811. In Parliament he has exhibited 
considerable knowledge of foreign politics. 

In Professor Raphael Pumpelly’s octavo volume, 
“Across America and Asia: Notes of a Five Years’ 
Journey Around the World, and of a Residence in 
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Arizona, Japan, and China,” to be published this 
week, by Leypoldt and Holt, New York, are numer- 
ous illustrations, the most curious of which are fao- 
similes of Japanese wood-cuts and color printing, 
and a number of landscape and architectural views 
from photographs.

known countries ; resided eleven months in Japan, 
in Mr. Burlingame’s house; journeyed along the 
Great Wall; traversed the table-land of Central 
Asia, crossing Siberia and the Ural Mountains, and 
reaching Moscow. The bookis so superbly printed,

Lrrrtez, Brown & Co.’s Law PwUBLICATIONs.— 
Messrs. Little, Brown & Co., in addition to the 
energy displayed by them in their general publica- 
tions, continue rapidly to increase their legal de- 
partment by fresh accessions of new works or by 
new editions of their popular text-books. Thus, 
within the last fortnight we have received from 
them a fourth edition of “ Redfield on Railways,’ 
in two volumes; a fifth edition of “ Walker's In- 
troduction to American Law,” one volume; and a 
third edition of “ Blackwell on Tax Titles,” one 
volume. These three works include nearly three 
thousand printed pages. The same publishers an- 
nounce new editions of “Taylor’s Landlord and 
Tenant,” “ Bennet and Heard’s Leading Criminal 
Cases,’’ “Curtis’s Equity Precedents,” etc. The

“ Webster’s Calendar, or the Albany Almanac” for 
1870. This Almanac is now in its 87th, year, hav- 
ing been first published in 1784. 

Messrs. T. B. Peterson & Bros., Philadelphia 
have recently published a new sensation novel from 
the pen of Mrs. Gordon Smythies, entitled “ Popping 
the Question; or, the Belle of the Ball.” 

Tur Western News Company, Chicago, have pub- 
lished a handsomely printed little brochure, entitled 
“Out of Town,” giving an historical and statistical 
account of the suburban towns and residences of 
Chicago. 

“ Heatra sy Goop Livixe,” is the suggestive title 
of a new book by Dr. W. W. Hall, the well-known 
editor of “Hall’s Journal of Health,” which is to 
be published immediately by Messrs. Hurd & Hough- 
ton. Dr. Hall has the reputation of being a man of 
sound common sense and wide experience; the 
pungent paragraphs constantly found in journals, 
and attributed to his “Journal of Health,’’ show 
his lively and rough-and-ready style. In the 
volume announced, he has brought his long prac- 
tice and his shrewd mother-wit to the work of set- 
ting before people the principles and habits of 
rational living. The subjects of eating, dress, Te 
creation, artificial warmth, exercise, are all dis- 
cussed in a practical, straightforward manner. 

Mr. Anprew Boyp, Albany, New York, has in 
preparation, and will shortly publish, a complete 
catalogue descriptive of all books, pamphlets, Ke., 
relative to Mr. Lincoln, published since his nom 


ination in 1860. The work will be printed by Mr 
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Munsell, whose taste and skill in the typographical 
art are well known. A limited number of copies 
only will be printed. 

Messrs. Herp & Hovecuton announce “The Na- 
tion; the Foundation of Civil Order and Political 
Life in the United States.” By E, Mulford. The 
work is stated to be not a book of technical law, 
but of political science, and while thoroughly 
American, to fall into that class se ably represented 
in Germany by Bhentschli and Von Mohl. If Mr. 
Mulford has succeeded in his attempt, he has pro- 
duced the first comprehensive treatise in the science 
of politics which has appeared in America. At any 
rate, a book having the scope of this, will receive 
the careful attention not only of publicists, but of 
the thinking public throughout the country. 

J. B. Lippixcorr & Co. have just issued six illus- 
trated juvenile books suitable for the coming heli- 
days, as follows: “ Erling the Bold,” by R. M. 
Ballentyne, with six engravings ; “‘ Nursery Carols,” 
with 120 illustrations, by Ludwig Richter and Oscar 
Pletsch ; ‘‘ Poems for Play Hours,” by Gerda Fay, 
with eight illustrations ; “ Nursery Poems,” by Mrs. 
Motherly, with eight illustrations ; ‘‘ Dame Perkins 
and her Gray Mare,’’ with colored plates by Phiz; 
“Trees, Plants, and Flowers,” by author of ‘‘ Our 
Own Birds,” with seventy-three illustrations ; and, 
if it may be classed with juveniles, a very neat 
globe edition of “ The Vicar of Wakefield,’’ with 
eleven full-page engravings. This firm has issued 
a handsome illustrated catalogue of their juvenile 
publications, which is, indeed, “a picture book in 
itself.” 

The same house have also recently published, 
among other works, “The History of Canada,” by 
John Macmullen, a complete history of Canada from 
its first discovery to the present time; a compend 
of “ Materia Medica and Therapeutics,” for the use 
of students, by Prof. J. C. Riley; “ Natural and 
Revealed Theology,” by the Rev. C. E. Lord; “The 
Scripture Doctrine of Hades,” by Rev. Geo. Bartle ; 
“ Percussion and Auscultation as Diagnostic Aids,” 
by Dr. Carl Hoppe; and “Fruits and Flowers,” a 
new music book by William Walker, author of the 
“Southern Harmony,”’ etc. 


Earty in the present year, by a special authori- 
zation under Queen Victoria’s sign-manual, was 
established what is called “The Historical Manu- 


scripts’ Commission,” specially ordered to examine | 


letters and other documents preserved in private 
families in the British Islands with the view of 
making them available for historical purposes. No 
efewer than seventy-three noblemen and gentlemen, 
possessing valuable collections, have opened them 
to the inspection of the Commissioners; and up- 
ward of thirty corporations, ecclesiastical and lay, 
have done the same. Offers of assistance have also 


been made from all quarters. An important col- | 


lection made by Dugdale has been come upon, 
illustrating the history of the ninth and tenth cen- 
turies ; papers bearing on the Perkin Warbeck epi- 
sode, letters new to history from Henry VIIL., Eliza- 
beth of York, Henry VIII., Catherine of Arragon, 
Cardinal Wolsey, &c., have also been found, as well 
as a large mass of papers relating to the gunpowder 
plot, quite unknown to the historians. Light is 
thrown on the reign of William Iil., by letters of 
Cressett and Cardonnel, relating to transactions 
and political events at the Hague and in Denmark, 
and also by a paper in the handwriting of Lord 
Halifax, giving an account of various conversations 
between that nobleman and William III. There is 
also a large collection of letters which was seized 
in the King’s cabinet at the battle of Naseby, and 
brought in great triumph to London, to be perused 
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| by both Houses of Parliament. Out of the three 

hundred letters captured by Fairfax only about 
thirty, which were considered as the most damaging 
to the King, were ordered to be printed. The re- 
mainder, being too much in favor of the unhappy 
monarch to be made public, were suppressed. 
Many of the letters which have just been brought 
to light are in cipher in the King’s own hand, and 
are addressed to the Queen, Henrietta Maria. In 
another collection have been found nearly one hun- 
dred unpublished autograph letters of Prior, the 
poet, and double that number from his friend 
George Stepney, the Amb: ssador, who is buried in 
Westminster Abbey. In one muniment room there 
are no fewer than five thousand letters from 
scholars, wits, and politicians in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. 


Iv the possession of Mr. Triibner, of London (for 
sale) are two copies of a work called “Haft Kul- 
zum” (the Seven Seas), a Dictionary and Grammar 
of the Persian Language, by the King of Oude. It 
is in seven parts, collectively containing 1522 pages 
royal folio, and was printed at the King’s Press in 
the city of Lucknow, in 1822. One set, in two 
volumes, full calf, printed on large stout paper, is 
to be had for ten guineas: the other, on ordinary 
paper, in seven volumes, half-calf, for seven guineas. 
The first six parts contain the Dictionary; the 
seventh contains a Persian Grammar, a treatise on 
Ars poetica and on Rhetorics. Vullers says, speaking 
of it in the preface to the Dictionary: “.. . recen- 
tissimum et copiosissimum est.’’ It is very scarce, 
as many copies have been destroyed. At the end 
of the hall (at Lucknow) there are bags full of 
books completely destroyed by white ants. Even 
new books have not been spared by these destruc- 
tive insects; nearly the whole of the edition of the 
“Taj al Loghat” has been destroyed, and most of 
the remaining copies of the “ Half Kulzum” have 
had the same fate. 


| Ina recent letter to “‘ The Medical Record,” Mr. 
| George M. Beard makes the following statements 
concerning American medical authors and their 
works in England :— 
| As one of the incidental objects of my visit was 
|} to make arrangements for the republication of my 
works in London, I have become somewhat ac- 
quainted with the leading publishers, and have 
had the curiosity to ascertain in regard to the 
transatlantic popularity of some of our best-known 
writers in science. Hamilton’s Treatise on Frac- 
tures and Dislocations is regarded here, as with us, 
as the supreme authority on the subject on which 
it treats. Both of Bedford’s works have a constant 
and flattering sale. 

“ Thomas’s recently published treatise on diseases 
of women has already met with a good reception in 
England. Gross’s Surgery, Bumstead’s Venereal, 
the writings of Professors Flints (senior and ju- 
nior), Dalton’s Physiology, Dunglison’s Medical 
Dictionary, Da Costa’s Diagnosis, and Elliot’s Ob- 
stetric Clinic, all meet with a good sale. Messrs. 
Trubner & Co. inform me that the popularity of 
American medical works is decidedly on the in- 
crease in England. 

“In the popularization of medical science—at least 
in the preparation of treatises for the masses, in 
popular language—the English are certainly much 
in advance of us. Not only are there popular works 
on medical science in general, but special treatises 
on special departments of medicine are prepared by 
competent and acknowledged authorities in that 
department, published in a cheap and convenient 
form, and sold in large numbers. I examined to- 
| day, at the well-known medical publishing house 
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of Churchill & Sons, about a dozen manuals on 
varions departments of medical science for popular 
use. The list includes a treatise on the skin, by 
Erasmus Wilson; three works by Chavasse, con- 
taining advice to mothers and families ; a medical 
hand-book, by Headland; a paper on the climate 
of India, by Tilt ; annotations to Chavasse’s popu- 
lar treatises, by Sir Charles Loevck: and still 
another work on the skin, by Squire. 

“ One very powerful and efficient medium of com- 
munication between the profession is the ‘ Lancet.’ 
This journal is taken at the clubs in town, and is 
read by very many who know nothing of medicine. 
It is also sold at some of the principal stands and 
news-rooms, side by side with the secular weeklies 
and dailies. This very evening, as I called at a 
bookstore to purchase a copy of the London ‘ IIlus- 
trated News,’ I saw the ‘ Lancet’ side by side with 
* Bell’s Life’ and ‘ Lloyd’s Weekly ;’ and the pro- 
prietor of the establishment told me that it always 
met with a good sale.’’ 

In Christ’s Hospital, London, where Charles 
Lamb, S. T. Coleridge, and Leigh Hunt, were gra- 
tuitously educated, there are 1250 boys, of whom 


750 were taught Greek. By a new rule, only 180 
will be so instructed in future. The time gained | 


will be devoted to French, English, and arithmetic. 
Vocal and instrumental music will occupy some, 
and a class of 60 boys will immediately commence 
the study of chemistry, and be permitted to work 
in the laboratory of Bartholomew’s Hospital, under 
the superintendence of Dr. Matthiessen. This isa 
great and long-needed improvement. At Aberyst- 
with, in Cardiganshire, a new institution, the Uni- 
versity College of Wales, is about being estab- 
lished. 

Tue Germans, of late years, have bestowed a 
great deal of attention to the writings and character 
of Shakspeare. From the number of publications 
upon those subjects, it is certain that there must 
be a wide circle of curious and critical readers. 
The latest published brochure, by Herr F, A. Leo, 


one of the most indefatigable commentators of the | 


great poet, is a little pamphlet, entitled “ Shak- 
speare’s Frauen Ideale,” in which he makes the 
original experiment of deducing Shakspeare’s per- 
sonal opiniun of woman from the characters of his 
fictitious heroines. The author contends that it is 
quite practicable in the utterances of the Shakspea- 
rian dramatis persone to distinguish between what 
belongs to their particular roles and that which 


reflects the views of the poet himself. The idea is | 


so novel and the execution so sober, and at the 
same time intellectual, that the essay may be re- 
garded as an attempt to delineate the poet’s own 
character from his works. 


Tue annual increase of books in the library of 
the British Museum is very great. In the year 
1869 there were added to this collection 42,331 vol- 
umes and pamphlets (volumes of newspapers and 
books of music included) of which 992 were pre- 


sented, 6099 were received in pursuance of the! 


English copyright laws, 346 came in under interna- 
tional copyright treaties, and 34,394 were purchased. 
There also were 33,403 parts of volumes—a separate 
number of periodical publications and of works in 
progress. Of newspapers published in the British 
Islands, 1145 sets were received—i. e., 131 Scottish, 
138 Irish, 238 London, and 638 for all England. 
There were received 2121 pieces of music, each piece 
complete in itself, of which 1527 were received by 
English and 576 by international copyright, and 18 
were purchased. Of 779 portions of musical works 
in progress 473 were received by English and 306 
by international copyright, and 253 works of music 





| of greater extent than single pieces were also ac. 


quired, comprising 25 by English, 66 by interna. 
tional copyright, and 162 by purchase. A total of 
5773 articles were received in the department, not 
included in the foregoing enumeration of volumes 
and parts of volumes, consisting of playbills, single 
pieces of music, broadsides, songs, ballads, and 
other miscellaneous items, giving a grand total of 
81,507 articles received during 1868 in the depart- 
ment.

The Discovery of the Great West. By Francis Park- |

A work which can throw light upon an obscure 
portion of the early history of America, must at all 
times be a most welcome and valued addition to 
our historical literature; and no portion can be 
more interesting or less known than that relating 
to the discovery of the Mississippi. The Spaniards, 
we are told, were the first to make the discovery, of 
which, however, they made no use, and its exist- 
ence was nearly forgotten, when Robert Cavelier, 
better known as La Salle, traced the noble river, 
with its countless windings, from amid the north- 
ern lakes to where it empties its yellow waters into 
the Mexican Gulf. La Salle was a native of Rouen, 
in France, where he was born in 1643, and at an 
early age became connected with the Jesuits, then 
in the zenith of their power. But his was a na- 
ture that could not submit to the rigid discipline of 
a religious order, and, while still young, he quitted 
that body and sailed for Canada, with the intention 
of settling there. He obtained from the Seminary 
of St. Sulpice, at Montreal, a gratuitous grant of 
a large tract of land, and at once entered upon the 
improvement of his new domain, a portion of which 
he farmed out to such other settlers as would join 
him. But the tales of the mighty, and as yet un- 
discovered, West, which were constantly brought 
him by friendly Indians, and of a mighty river 
flowing into the sea, but at such a distance that its 
mouth could only be reached by a journey of many 
months, filled his mind with a desire to explore 
their unknown solitudes, and to trace the course 
of this river, which, in accordance with the views 
then prevalent, he conceived fell into the Gulf of 
California, and thus afford the much desired west- 
ern route to India. But this idea, however, was 
soon discarded. He embarked the whole of his 
private fortune in this enterprise, or rather enter- 
prises—for it was not until he had made numerous 
unsuccessful attempts, enduring countless disap- 
pointments from friends, and dangers from hostile 
Indians, that he at length reached the goal of his 
hopes, and from the mouth of the Mississippi, be- 
held “the broad bosom of the great Gulf, tossing 
its restless biliows, limitless, voiceless, lonely, as 
when born of chaos, without a sail, and without a 
sign of life.” La Salle and his little party landed, 
and in the month of April, 1682, took possession of 
the land in the name of Louis XIV. He after- 
wards returned to France, and obtained from the 
crown asum of money to assist in colonizing this 
newly-acquired territory. The colony was founded, 
but disease and death carried off many of the set- 
tlers, and the non-arrival of promised supplies 
brought the survivors to the verge of famine. At 
this juncture, La Salle and a portion of his band 
started northwards to seek assistance, and while on 
the journey was murdered by one of his compan- 
ions ; and thus perished by the hand of an assassin 
one whose indomitable energy and dauntless spirit 


first opened the great highway to civilization and 


commerce through the centre of the North American | 


Continent.

Introduction to American Law, designed as a First 
Book for Students. By Timothy Walker, LL.D., 
late Professor of Law in the Cincinnati College. 
Fifth edition, revised by J. Bryant Walker, of 
the Cincinnati Bar. pp. xxiv., 765. Boston: 
Little, Brown & Co. 

It would have been very easy for Mr. Walker to 
have underpinned the text with a stout and clumsy 
framework of notes and annotations, and the mere 
fact that he has abstained from doing so shows his | 
competency for the work in hand. His editorial | 
labors consist in making brief and apt references, 
in as few lines as possible, to the leading authori- 
ties, and in stating such additional principles of 
law as were necessary to complete the author’s presen- 
tation of a subject. It has been about thirty-two 
years since the “ Introduction to American Law” first 
appeared, and it has been quite extensively used for 
purposes of elementary instruction, especially in the 
Western States, having always been regarded as a 
work of merit and reliability, possessing most of the 
qualities requisite in a first book for students. We 
see no reason, however, why a table of cases is not 
added. Such a table, as every practitioner knows, 
is an important key to a ready use of the text.

We have here the fourth edition of Judge Red- 
field’s well-known treatise, greatly enlarged. The 
first edition appeared in 1857, and it is no small 
testimony to the merit, or at least the utility of the 
work, that a new edition should be called for every 
three years. By enlarging the portions of the vol- 
ume which treat of common carriers of goods and 
passengers, and of telegraphs, so as to form a com- 
plete summary of the law on those important topics, 
the author has been enahJed to omit some of the 
matter forming a part of the third edition, which 
was not entirely in harmony with the plan of the 
work. The matter which has thus been exscinded, 
will, we are told, be shortly published in a separate 
volume of leading cases and opinions upon the 
Law of Railways, with extensive notes, as a sup- 
plement to the main work. In its present form it 
is believed that the text and notes contain the 
points decided in all the important English and 
American cases on the general and special topics 
here discussed.

on a work emanating from him. Appended is a 
formulary of prescriptions, and a page of test-types 
to aid in the diagnosis of astigmatism.

Rich in all that nature can bestow, with un- 
bounded mineral wealth, a delightful climate, a 
soil which produces every kind of fruit and vege- 
table in abundance, and with scenery, which for 
grandeur and beauty is unsurpassed, the Califor- 
nians may well be excused the pardonable vanity 
of feeling proud of their beautiful State. From the 
dull inertia of its existence it sprung at a bound 
into life and activity, and from the time when it 
became a portion of the United States some twenty 
years ago to the present, its progress on the up- 
ward path of civilization and wealth, is without 
precedent in the world’s history. The population 
of San Francisco in July, 1849, was 2000, and in 
March, 1869, 160,000; and now that passengers 
and merchandise may travel from New York to 
Sacramento, a distance of 3181 miles, without a 
break, the wealth and population of the State will 
steadily increase.

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>, LTHOUGH our pages contain a tolerably extensive list of Illustrated 
> Books, it is unfortunately true that few are original American productions. 
The growing practice of American publishers,of manufacturing books out 
of all sorts of odds and ends that may be available, gluts the market with 
books whose value may only be measured by pounds and tons: while 
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original literary productions are scarce. This is more especially the case in 
juvenile and gift-books. To manufacture one of these, a publisher procures a 
sufficient number of electros, and then supplies the required quantity of letter- 
press, taken hap-hazard—the only requirement being, that it shall contain some

incidents likely to correspond with the pictures; or, ace versa, the stereo plates 

re first obtained, and then the electros, so that, for instance, if a man in a suitable dress 
ccupy the prominent position in the plate, it will do in turn for Alexander Selkirk, Enoch 
Arden, or the Ancient Mariner. ‘There is a very large number of English and French 
lectros sold every year in this country—latterly the preference being for the French, 
wing to the softness, delicacy, and more laborious and careful manipulation of French 
ngravings ; for, where a few years since French engravers had to go to London to learn 
eir art, the English might now take a lesson from their French neighbors. In America, 
0 moderately good engraving is done. ‘There is the inartistic trash which finds its way 
to the pages of cheap juveniles, and the very high class work to be found in expensive 
resentation books ; but nothing between. This is because, when moderately good books 
te to be moderately well illustrated, publishers send to London or Paris for the engravings. 
ome of the foreign publishers do a most lucrative trade with this country in electros, 
md seem to have their books illustrated with the special view of the cuts being adaptable 
brthe largest number of purposes, so as to supply the American market. This is the 
pason we have only two classes of wood engravers—mere clumsy wood-choppers, and 
ists of high standing, whose productions can only find their way into very high-priced 


00ks. 


There is one error into which English engravers have fallen, which Americans will 
D well to avoid. We allude to that miserable scratchy style now so prevalent in 
ngland, as exemplified in the works of Swain and Dalziell, which, to our thinking, 
hot compare with those of Anthony and Linton. What the particular advantages of 


is style are, we must confess, we were never able to discover. The artist seems to aim 
certain effects, by forcing into prominence one or two figures, at the sacrifice of all 
ithfulness to nature, and even to the ordinary rules of perspective, while the mellowed 

hess and delicacy which should mark a wood engraving, are altogether lost, and, when 


mpared with the light feathery gracefulness of the French school, the balance is 
1 
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entirely in favor of the latter; not that these are perfect models, as they often become flat, 
powerless, and insipid, but the heavy black and white patches and harsh scratchy lines of 


the English should be avoided. 


Photography as a means for book illustrating, or the more recent and improved pro- 
cess of autotype, does not seem to have found any favor with us. Its faults are that the 
regular supply of the plates cannot be depended on, and if the number required is large, 


the time necessary for their preparation is very great. 


Books with colored illustrations are extremely rare, being confined chiefly to juvenile 
works. The few that have made their appearance this season are poor, and show but little 
proficiency in the art. It is strange we should be so much behindhand in this respect, 
while Prang publishes the finest chromo-lithographs in the world. 


We have heard a good many conflicting opinions on the subject of the goodness or 
badness of the state of the book trade during the year, but we are inclined to think that, 
on the whole, it has been somewhat unsatisfactory, and that fewer books have been sold 
this season than for the several preceding years. As, however, our advertisement pages 
will furnish a tolerably correct index to what the trade is doing, we must leave our readers 


to form their own conclusions. 


It will be observed that the pagination of this number does not correspond with the 
last issue. This is owing to an error in the early part of its preparation.

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Mr. Wortnixeton, of Montreal, whose name it 
will be remembered appeared in the Literary Ga- 
zETTE for November 1, inconnection with an attempt 
to defraud the revenue, by means of fraudulent 
invoices, has addressed the following letter to the 
“ Boston Daily Advertiser :”— 


To the Editors uf the Boston Daily Advertiser:— 

My attention has been called to certain paragraphs in your 
papers of October 20 and November 16, under the head of 
** Fraudulent Importations of Books,’’ in which I am charged 
with an attempt to import books in fraud of the revenue laws 
of the United States. I begthe use of your columns for the 
purpose of stating the facts relating to the recent detention of 
my property at the custom house, and of suggesting the 
source and the motives from which, in my judgment, this very 
vexatious and unjustifiable proceeding originated. 

For many years I have been engaged in business in Mont- 
real as a bookseller, selling both English and American books. 
My sales of the latter in Canada during the last eight years 
amount to over $400,000, the same being more than any other 
house has ever made in Canada. I have bought these books 
in the United States, and they have been admitted into Canada 
without duty until within the last few months. I have 
bought my English books in England. Of these I have sold at 
least 95 per cent. in Canada ; but I have sold some of them in 
the United States, small in amount, however, compared with 
the amount of sales of American books in Canada, the whole 
amount of my sales of English books in the United States for 
the last eight years not exceeding $25,000. All of these goods 
have been duly entered at the United States Custom House at 
Island Pond or St. Albans, Vt., and the duties paid upon them, 
and in no instance except the one under consideration has any 
claim been made that the goods were not properly invoiced, or 
that the government failed to receive its entire due. 

Early in July last a Philadelphia bookseller told me that 
there was a movement on foot on the part of certain import- 
ers of English books to prevent my competing with them in 
the importation of books of that class into the United States 
A few weeks later, when I was in England, I was informed by 
two large publishing firms there that they had it on good au- 
thority that certain Americans were going to prevent, if possi- 
ble, my bringing books into the United States. Soon after I 
arrived home in September, I received letters from two re- 
spectable publishers in London, and from a bookseller in New 
York, and one in Boston to the same effect. And I now learn 
that some of the parties interested in interrupting and dama- 
ging my business had succeeded, by what representations 
know not, in inducing the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton to issue an order to the Custom House officials to detain 
any goods that might be sent from my house. 

Of this last fact | was not aware till after the stoppage of 
my books; but being informed, as I have above stated, that 
there was a determination to annoy me, and if possible drive 
me out of my business in the United States, I gave, in Septem- 
ber last, special instructions to all of my principal clerks who 
were assembled for that purpose, another Montreal bookseller 
being also present at the time (who, with the clerks, has since 
made affidavit to the truth of this statement), in invoicing and 
shipping books to the United States to be careful, 

Ist. Not to puta reprint of an American copyright book into 
the cases. 

2d. To invoice the goods at precisely what they cost. 

3d. To put no book into the cases not called for by the in- 
voice. 

I believed that these instructions, which were most distinctly 
given, would be faithfully obeyed. 

On the 16th of September I shipped from Montreal for Boston 
five small cases of books as samples from which to take orders 
from the trade. On the 19th I learned that they had been de- 
tained the day previous at St. Albans by an erder from the 
Treasury Department, but feeling certain that they were all 
right, I shipped on the 24th for New York, a lot of six small 
cases of samples for the trade there. On the 25th I was in- 
formed that these had beeu stopped, but still having no ap- 
prehension that there was any serious ground for detaining 
them, I shipped two more cases on the 26th, which were also 
detained. Surely if I had not believed everything to be right 
I should not have continued to send after I learned of the de- 
tention of the first lot. 

These books were sample copies only and samples of old 
stock. There were not, either in the Boston or New York lot, 
two copies of the same book. Further, the books were, none of 
them, bought in London the present year, but were samples 
of such stock as I had had on hand for over twelve months or 
had bought at bargains in Montreal, and had found to be un- 
salable in Canada 

{ had nothing personally to do with the packing of the goods 
or making out the invoices. This was done by my clerks. I 
have no knowledge or belief that a single book was put into 
the cases that does not appear on the invoices. Since the de- 
tention of the goods, however, I have had no opportunity to 
examine them to see how the fact may be. As to the valua- 
tion in the invoices, I have no reason to doubt that it was in 
accordance with the instructions which I gave my clerks, viz., 
the actual cost of the books, and I gave that instruction be- 
cause I had previously applied by letter to the officers of the 
United States Government to know how I should value cases 
of samples similar to these. and had received a reply authori- 
zing, as I understood it, this mode of valuation. I hope that 


this will sufficiently demonstrate that I had endeavored ip 
every way to do my business honestly, and conform to the 
law us I understood it. Whatever mistakes may have been 
made by my clerks, or any one of them (and I do not know or 
admit that any have been made), nothing has been done by 
me with any improper intent.

This author has given much time to a careful study 
of English history, social and political ; and upon 
all matters illustrative of the once close connection 
between the Courts of St. James’s and of the Hague

reign, and of the rule of William and Mary, his 
novels are really valuable contributions to our his- 
torical literature, as he gives us many brilliant pic- 
tures of the state of society, with details of the 
fashions, manners, and customs of the period, which 
had their origin in our intercourse with the Dutch. 
His principal work is “ Mary Hollis, a Romance of 
the Days of Charles II., and William, Prince of 
Orange.” 

Mr. D. G. Rossetri has a volume of Poems in 
the pre-s, which is to extend to 300 or 490 pp., and 
appear next spring. It will contain much early 
and much recent work. The sonnets recently 
printed in the “ Fortnightly Review,’ indicate one 
of its sources of interest. 

Tne most important recent contribution to our 
national literature is Mr. Curtis’s “Life of Webster,’’ 
the first volume of which is just issued from the 
press of D. Appleton & Co. Mr. Curtis was Web- 
ster’s literary executor, and this work was written 
by express testamentary injunction. All the states- 
man’s private papers were in the hands of the bio- 
grapher, hence the work is in a certain sense official. 
The life of Webster includes the history of the 
Government through a long, important, and turbu- 
lent period ; and the pages of this volume supply 
not a few important facts to the better understand- 
ing of the political issues and constitutional ques- 
tions that arose during Mr. Webster’s public life. 
The same firm will also shortly publish ‘ A Search 
for Winter Sunbeams,” by Mr. S. 8. Cox, giving an 
account of his recent European travels. The journey 
includes Corsica, Spain, and Southern France, the 
Alps, and a portion of Africa. The volume will be 
copiously illustrated, and we may expect from the 
spirited writer a very graphic and interesting book. 
Mr. Cox’s letters from abroad to the New York 
“ World” were the very best of traveller’s letters— 
lively, picturesque, and stirring. 

TuE finest Chinese library in the world is in St. 
Petersburg. It consists of 11,607 volumes, 1168 
wood engravings, and 276 manuscripts. The books 
are on all sorts of subjects, and among them are 
several rare works, one or two of which are unique, 
there being no copies of them in even the largest 
libraries in China. The library was collected by 
M. Skatchoff, now Consul-General in Pekin, during 
a residence of fifteen years in the Chinese empire. 
Recently M. Skatchoff offered to sell it for 9000 
roubles (£1400) to the Imperial Library at St. Pe- 
tersburg and the Russian Academy of Sciences, but 
both institutions were compelled to decline the offer 
for want of funds. The fine collection of Chinese 
books in the Emperor’s palace at Pekin was lately 
destroyed by an accidental fire.

It has generally been consid- 
ered that Mr. Froude made a great mistake in not 
beginning his history with the accession of Henry 
VIII, in 1509. It opens with the Fall of Wolsey 
in 1530. The book will, therefore, like Macaulay's, 
remain only a literary torso. 

Tue “ Bookseller,’’ by far the oldest of all the 
literary advertising publications of London, and 
now the organ of the publishing trade in the British 
Islands, announces, as usual, an Illustrated Christ- 
mas edition—giving numerous specimens of the 
engravings in the handsome pictorial gift books of 
the season. Though the price to the public is only 
a shilling, every copy issued last year was produced 
at a cost of two shillings to Mr. Whitaker, the 
proprietor. Many thousand copies were sold, not 
to the trade only but for drawing-rooms and libra- 
ries. This year it is intended to outdo all former 
doings. From the office of ‘‘ The Bookseller” has 
just been issued “ Whitaker’s Almanac” for 1870, 
of which, as yet, no copy has reached this country. 
It is admitted to be the cheapest and best work of 
its kind ever issued. 

PROGRESS IN THE QUARTERLIES.—The last number 
of the “ North British Review’’ contains a new fea- 
ture, under the head of “‘ Contemporary Literature.” 
The portion of the “ Review’ devoted to this addi- 
tional department extends through fifty-six pages, 
which is about one-third of the entire number of 
pages contained inthe number. The titles of the 
new works are first given altogether, without any 
classification or arrangement, and the notices of the 

| books follow in the same order. These notices ex- 
hibit a thorough knowledge of the respective sub- 
jects of the works, and afford us a very striking 
illustration of the extent and thoroughness of mod- 
ern English scholarship. Thus the first three of 
those in the present number plunge boldly into the 
depths of the linguistics of Egyptology. As another 
illustration that even the stately quarterlies are ul- 
bending and bestowing a nod of recognition upon

going on now as briskly as ever; and the mistake 
of it is this, that children do not care about it, 
They don’t know enough of art to appreciate the 
large coats and the chest of drawers, with all the 
knobs and strie of the wood accurately drawn; 
they hate the ‘artist who can draw,’ and particu. 
larly love Mr. Lear, who in his ‘ Book of Nonsense’ 
has made as if he can not draw. Rude toys and 
inartistic stories, with the villain very bad and the 
good boy very good, please children—‘ the sports of 
childhood satisfy the child,’ and the boy ever since 
the days of Horace, and from his days up to those 
of the first-born child, has delighted in his boyish 
sports, his marbles, his nuts, his perpetual and 
tiresome attempts to roll ‘an alley’ from one hole 
in an angle to another. What does he understand 
of scientific stories, and of fables with a purpose, 
and child-plays full of a virtuons allegory ? What, 
for instance, do most of us grown-up people under- 
stand of even less complex allegories? Is Una in 
Spenser’s Faéry Queen, the Church of England, or 
merely Virtue? Is Beatrice in Dante’s Divine 
Comedy, Theology, or Italy, or the simple Beatrice? 
if we fail to keep the double or triple purpose of 
the author in our heads, will children succeed? 
What we want, to put a stop to this alarming in- 
crease of ‘malformation’ of the child’s mind, is 
more simplicity, less art and more heart. With 
the ‘Spectator’ we believe that much of the work 
produced for children is ‘elaborate’ and ‘ admira- 
ble,’ but it fails in its purpose, and children are not 
edified, but bored, by what is above their compre- 
hension.”’ 

Mr. J. Munsevt, Albany, N. Y., has in the press 
a reprint of a rare and curious book, entitled “ Re- 
lation of Cabeca de Vaca.” Cabega de Vaca ac- 
companied Pamphilo de Narvaez in his disastrous 
expedition to Florida in 1527, and after many years 
wandering among the Indians of the immediate 
country, reached Mexico in 1536 with three com- 
panions. The work was originally published in 
Spain in 1555, and a translation of it appeared in 
Hakluyt, but it has never been presented in an 
English dress separately except in 1851, when 4 
few copies of a new translation by Buckingham 
Emith, Esq., were printed for private distribution 
only for Mr. Riggs, of Washington. Since then Mr. 
Smith has twice visited Spain, from whence he has 
only recently returned and brought with him ad- 
ditional materials, derived from the Spanish ar 
chives and from private collections of Spanish 
scholars, explaining and illustrating the narrative. 
It will be an imperial octavo volume of about 350 
pages, and only 100 copies will be printed. The 
same publisher will also shortly issue ‘‘The Letters 
of Isaac Robin,’’ 1718 to 1724, private secretary to 
George Clarke, afterwards Lieutenant-Governor of 
the colony of New York. With introduction and 
notes by R. E. B. O’Collaghan, LL.D. Also “ The 
Virginia Company of London, with Letters to and 
from the Officers of the First Colony, never before 
printed,” by Rev. Edward B. Neill. The prospectus 
of this work states that “Sir James Graham and 
Mr. Bancroft have relied too much on the romantie 
chapters of Capt. John Smith in his ‘General His- 
tory,’ which were so contradictory of his first de- 
scription of Virginia, as to lead a contemporary, the 
learned historian Thomas Fuller, D.D., to remark, 
that his later narratives seemed ‘to most mel 
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above belief, to some beyond truth.’?” The work | 


will contain the orders and directions given to the 
captains, mariners and others of the first expedition 
to settle Virginia, letters to and from the colonial 
authorities, and extracts from the minutes of the 
London Company, never before printed. Amos 
Dean’s “ History of Civilization” is also now com- 
plete in seven volumes, and ready for delivery.

This is truly an excellent production, 
and the ready sale with which it has already met 
evinces a diffused and high degree of American 
taste for fine art. 


R. Carter & Bros. have produced a new edition 
of Murdock’s translation of the Syriac Peshito 
version of the Bible, which has been out of print 
for many years. 

“ Gates AJAR” has been very popular in England. 
Among the reprints is one by Sampson Low & Co., 
a 24mo., at one shilling, but incomplete; and 
another published at Glasgow, complete, 18mo., of 
96 pages, at bd. 

Tue *‘ Phrenological Journal,” by S. R. Wells, 
New York, which will enter upon its fiftieth vol- 
ume with the year 1870, is to appear in a new and 
improved form. It will be reduced from the quarto 
size in which it has been issued for twenty years, 
and be restored to its original octavo form. This 
Journal, which occupies a place in periodical lite- 
rature, peculiar and appropriate, will be increased 
in reading matter to about 80 pages, while the price 
will remain the same as before, viz., $3 a year. 

Messrs. Cuas. Scripner & Co.’s “ Songs of Life” 
is the first part of the “ Folk Songs’’ re-issuing in 
four parts, but newly illustrated by Hennessy, 
Darly, Eytinge, etc. It makes a handsome holiday 
present. Donald G, Mitchell’s “ Pictures of Edge- 
wood” is a series of photographic views of his 
farm near New Haven. The work is very handsome 
and unique. Only 300 copies are printed. Pouchet’s 
“ Universe,’ issued by them is the great popular 
scientific work of the season. The theme extends 
from the infinitely great to the infinitely little. 
They have issued also popular editions of Dean 
Stanley ’s Church Histories, and of Froude’s History 
of England.

OUR ENGLISH CORRESPONDENCE. 


Lonxpox, November 1, 1869. 


By the untimely death of John Conington, in his | 


44th year, Oxford has been thrown into mourning, 
for he passed with judges to be one of the most 
learned of modern critical scholars. Born in 1825, 
in a Lincolnshire parsonage, he was sent up to Ox- 
ford in 1844, after studying under Drs. Arnold and 
Tait, at Rugby. He at once made himself known 
at Oxford by winning, in the very first year of his 
residence, the Hertford and Ireland scholarship. 
Other University honors quickly followed, and 
when Corpus College, yielding to the recommenda- 
tions of the University Commission, founded a 
Professorship of Latin, John Conington, though 
only 29, was deemed the fittest man for the place. 
Among his literary labors, which the press has 
made accessible to the general public, are two of 
Zéschylus’s plays, an edition of Virgil with notes, 
a translation of Horace and a translation of Virgil’s 
Mneid. He died quite suddenly on the 2d of Oc- 
tober, in his mother’s house, in Boston, Liucoln- 
shire. 

But Oxford mourns a greater than he. Its 
Chancellor is dead. To write Lord Derby’s history 
would be to write the history of England during 
the last fifty years. Besides, the daily press has 
related the story of his life to you. It is only Earl 
of Derby, the literary man, I touch here. He made 
an early appearance as an author. 1 do not refer 
to his success at Oxford in 1519 (he then being 
twenty), when he carried off the Chancellor’s Prize 


for Latin Poetry, the theme of the verse being | 


“ Syracuse.’’ All his life long he was fond of wrest- 


ling with his mother tongue, and forcing it to ex- | 


press in verse the graces, wit, and wisdom of the 
poetry of foreign languages. Some of these transla- 
tions have been published, and have generally been 
admired. Soardent a lover of the field sports as 
to have been complained of by a near kinsman as 
doing nothing but “always shooting—shooting, 
eternally shooting,’’ he, nevertheless, was fond of 
literature, and accustomed to seek in it relief from 
the harassing incidents of political life. When 
age and disease pressed upon him, he forgot both 
in an attempt to clothe Homer’s thoughts in an 
Euglish dress, without loss of dignity, grace, or 
felicitous diction. How nearly he succeeded, all of 
your readers know. 

Should I, or does your Paris correspondent in- 


tend to bestow a parting word upon Guglielmo 
Libri? His story, even if the most lenient view 
of all its incidents be taken, is extremely painful, 
Of a truth, what can be imagined more distressing 
than for an innocent man to be accused of felonies 
and to be unable to disprove the accusations? | 
do not defend Signor Libri’s innocence, neither do 
I insist upon his guilt. As I am happily in no 
position where duty requires me to render a ver- 
| dict of acquittal or of guilt, I may keep judgment 
in suspense. Libri was an Italian by birth. He 
so early gave indications of possessing talents, that 
before he was twenty years old he was appointed 
Professor of Natural Philosophy in the University 
of Pisa. Conscious of his own imperfections, and 
desirous of extending his circle of information, he 
resigned his chair and went to Paris. At that pe- 
riod of time, De La Place, Cuvier, Gay-Lussae, 
Bertholet, St. Hilaire, Biot, Araga, Thenard, Alex. 
von Humboldt, and other immortal men were in 
the meridian of their career. France, rid of the 
ineubus of the Empire, was full of new life, and in- 
tellectual activity was greater than it had been for 
a century anda half. Libri’s excellent manners, 
flow of spirits, high mettle, facility, and bright in- 
tellect, won him many friends. Science was not 
| the only acquirement he obtained during his stay 
in France. The Restoration was becoming ex- 
tremely unpopular, while the public debates in the 
Chambers were fanning the fire of liberty to bright 
flame. The circles in which Libri naturally moved 
were extremely liberal in politics, and he became 
animated with their principles. He was initiated 
into the Curbonari Society, and upon his return 
home plunged into political conspiracies with all the 
ardor of his race and of his character. Upon the 
miscarriage of the insurrection of 1831, in Central 
Italy, Libri fled for his life, and onee more reap- 
peared in France. He was received with open 
arms. Political martyrs were not as common in 
those days as they are now, and, moreover, the 
talents, manners, and bearing of the man were “4 
perpetual letter of recommendation.” Honors 
flowed in fast upon him. In time he was made a 
Professor at the Sorbonne, a Professor at the Col- 
lege of France, and a member of the Academy of 
Sciences. M. Guizot was his principal patron 
and friend, and there is no question M. Guizot’s 
patronage of Libri and Rossi raised a great deal of 
envy and bad blood in French scientific circles. 
Then M. Guizot’s popularity began to wane, and 
a favorite charge against him was corruption. As 
he became unpopular and consequently less pow- 
erful, the enmities kindled against his favorites 
became less reticent. ‘To facilitate Libri’s access 
to public libraries, M. Guizot appointed him In- 
spector-General of Libraries, which gave him the 
freest admission to all the public libraries. In dis- 
charge of this office, Libri (whose temper was none 
of the best) made a great many enemies. He 
knew a great deal more about books than most of 
| the librarians, and he was merciless in exposing 
carelessness and ignorance. He really loved books, 
| 

| 


and it made his blood boil to see the gross inca- 
pacity of some librarians. About the same period 
|of time he raised up a great many personal ene- 
mies by his “ History of the Mathematical Sciences 
| in Italy,” in which he wrested from French sciet- 
tific men many of their laurels. Towards the close 
| o0f 1847, a confidential report was addressed to M. 
|Guizot, charging Libri with abusing his official 
position to purloin valuable manuscripts and books 
from the public libraries. Additional importance 
was given this report (which was signed by 4 
sponsible person), by its address to M. Guia0t, 
who was then Minister of Foreign Affairs, and had 
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nothing whatsoever to do with the public libraries. 
The proper authority was the Minister of Public 
Instruction. But then, M. Guizot was Libri’s 
patron and intimate personal friend, and there was 
adelicate propriety in calling M. Guizot’s at- 
tention to the abuse of his friendship and confi- 
dence. M. Guizot is inexcusable for inaction. 
The reason for his refusal to order an investigation 
seems rather to make bad worse. It is said he 
knew Libri was preparing to present his very val- 
uable private library to the French nation, and was 
waking arrangements to secure its bearing his name 
and being known as the Libri Collection. And, 
moreover, M. Guizot thought that if he had pilfered 
books from the public libraries, he restored them 
to the public in the Libri-Collection. This excuse 
seems an insult to M. Guizot’s intelligence and 
moral sense. He probably thought Libri too astute 
to present to the public a collection filled with 
books stolen from the state pillories; it would be 
building with his own hands a pillory in which 
his memory would forever be exposed to shame 
and contempt. Such was the state of things when 
the Revolution of 1848 occurred. M. Guizot 
fled to England. All his papers fell into his ene 
mies’ hands; among them was this confidential 
report. Proceedings were ordered. Libri states 
he saw they were to be conducted with the utmost 
vigilance and rancor, and that he was convicted in 
advance of all proof; so he fled France. His resi- 
lence was searched. In it were found many val- 
uable manuscripts and books (and among them 
some with which he was charged by the confiden- 
tial report with having purloined), many fly- 
leaves bearing the marks of public libraries, and 
which had apparently been old backs of books, 
which had evidence of bearing the stamps of pub- 
lic libraries, and which had evidently been torn off 
to prevent recognition of the books’ lawful pro- 
prietor; and an arsenal of acids, irons, and other 
apparatus for destroying the stamps of public 
libraries. This was certainly prima facie evidence 
of Libri’s guilt. 
were carried there by his enemies. This is scarcely 
admissible. Observe, that before the Revolution 
and while Libri’s friends were all-powerful, a 
charge was wade and the person who asked for the 
investigation pledged himself to support his alle- 
gations by testimony. When the investigation was 
made (conducted, let it be admitted, with absolute 
unfairness) evidence was found which confirmed 
the allegations made ata time when Libri might 
reckon upon an impartial trial. True, on the 
other hand it was proved that some of the books 
alleged to have been purloined by Libri were pur- 
chased by him at second-hand bookstalls; and 
other books, which he was charged with stealing, 
Were upon examination found on the shelves of the 
libraries, from which he was said to have taken 
them ; and other books still which were said to have 
been pilfered by Libri, had been for years before 
he appeared in France in possession of the British 
Museum ; it is true, they bore the marks of French 
public libraries, and had probably been stolen, but 
they could not possibly have been stolen by Libri. 
After Libri had been in London some years, he col- 
lected and sold at public auction a library of ex- 
tremely rare Looks, many of them from the public 
libraries of France, whose mark they still bore, and 
Which he proved he could not have purloined, for 
twas notorious he quitted France at short notice 
and with little baggage, and that he was scarcely 
out of the country before seals were placed upon 
all of his property. Moreover, he produced in 


every instance the receipted bill of the second-hand | 


bookseller who sold him the work. He performed 


But he alleged all of these things | 
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this feat twice, and, unless my memory deceives 
me, three times here since he made London his 
home. By it he answered the accusation made 
against him of purloining books, and the question 
asked: “ How was it possible for a man of Libri’s 
limited resources to sell valuable libraries fre- 
quently at public auction—libraries which in one 
instance put $100,000 gold into his pocket—unless 
he had stolen the books ?’’ In England Libri was 
always considered an ill-use@ man. Sir Antonio 
Panizzi threw the whole weight of his considerable 
authority into the scale of his innocence. In 
France Messrs. Prosper Merimée, Paul Lacroix 
(Bibliopole Jacob), Gustave Brunet, Achille Ju- 
binal, and some men of equally high position, be- 
lieved him innocent of the charges made. It has 
been noticed in England that the “Journal des 
Debats’’ (to which he was for years a contributor), 
has taken no notice of his death, and it has been 
inferred the eminent men connected with that 
newspaper (who are for the most part professors, or 
librarians, or members of the French Academy) 
consider him guilty. This opinion is held by a 
great many persons in France, among them M. 
Naudet, some time Keeper of the Imperial Library, 
and by Messrs. Dupin, Sr., and Delangle, both of 
whom attacked him with great vehemence in the 
French Senate, a few years since, when his wife 
(a daughter of M. Double, the celebrated French 
collector of books and other curiosities) petitioned 
that body for some measure of justice to her hus- 
band. The cloud which hung over him made his 
life sombre and sickened his energies. He prose- 
cuted researches necessary to write Galileo’s life 
for many years, but when these sorrows came his 
heart was too heavy to carry the labor to the end. 
He died a few days since at Florence. 

The Clarendon Press (Oxford) has given us the 
first part (A. H.) of a singularly valuable work, 
whose history is quite a memorable chapter in lite- 
rary annals. As you may probably start with dis- 
appointment upon my announcement that this 
work is an Icelandic-English Dictionary, let me at 
the outset quote a judgment of the value of this 
tongue delivered by a competent judge. I dare say 
it will surprise you: “ The Icelandic is before all 
other languages worthy to be learned for its own 
sake. In form and vocabularly it is one of the 
finest and most copious languages known. Its 
vernacular literature is at once the earliest and the 
richest in Europe, while the early literature—the 
literature of the 11th, 12th, and 13th centuries— 
of other nations can be counted on the fingers, 
and with few exceptions is of the dullest kind, the 
poetry, sagas, and histories of Iceland are of the 
most engrossing interest, and told in the liveliest 
manner. Read Snorri’s account of the battle of 
Stamford Bridge, and then compare it with the dry 
Saxon of Hastings. The Saxon chronicler can only 
say, with almost an audible sob, “How our king 
Harold met the foe at ‘the Hoary Apple Tree,’ and 
had the worst of it and fell ;’’ while Snorri can tell 
how the two Harolds met before the battle at Stam- 
ford Bridge, and how Tostig was the spokesman, 
and how our Harold, when asked how much of 
English ground his namesake was to have if Tostig 
made peace with his brother, “ six feet or seven, as 
he is a little taller than most men,’’ and how the 
gigantic Norwegian king, when our Harold rode 
away from the meeting, said, ‘*That was a bold 
man, and how well he stood up in his stirrups.” 
These were no dry monkish annals written down in 
cells. They were fresh from the mouths of the 
manly race that told them, full of fire and life. 
When one remembers the mass of Icelandic litera- 
ture, and thinks of such sagas as Njil, a work of 
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which it has been said that it is the most perfect of 
its kind, not only in Icelandic, but in all literature ; 
of Gisli, which is nearly as good; of the Edda, of 
the History of the Kings of Norway, and of the 
countless other stories and histories, and compares 
them with the Anglo-Saxons—a dull and slug- 
gish race, of whom the quick eye of Scott caught 
the character in Athelstane in “ Ivanhoe’’—who 
went down before the Normans, who were only im- 
proved Norsemen, I hope you will now not be 
inclined to snub me as I proceed to tell this book’s 
story. Some of your legal readers are familiar 
with the name of Cleasby; it appears on a vol- 
ume of Reports, and is borne by a Baron of Exche- 
quer—Anthony Cleasby. Richard Cleasby was his 
brother. Both were sons of a very wealthy London 
merchant engaged in the Russian trade, and who 
left them a handsome estate. After graduating at 
Cambridge, where he showed a turn for philological 
studies, he gratified his tastes for language by 
travelling constantly for years. He wrote a great 
deal during these excursions, recording in notes 
and diaries the objects which struck, and the 
thoughts which occurred to him. In progress of 
time he had amassed a considerable quantity of 
material. Moreover, he made the acquaintance of 
learned men, especially in Germany, and opened 
correspondence with them. Philology is a wide 
domain. Richard Cleasby long surveyed it before 
electing which field he would cultivate. At last 
his choice fell on Scandinavian language, and he 
set his heart resolutely in the work. Copenhagen be- 
came his home, for although he occasionally flitted to 
Germany, Sweden, and England, for years together 
he lived at Copenhagen. While he made Scandina- 
vian language the study of his life, he was for some 
timeirresolute in what form to bring his stores of 
learning before the world. About 1838 or 1539 he 
came to the conclusion the best service he could do 
his favorite study would be to compile an Icelandic- 
English Dictionary, which should be a lexicon and 
at the same time a history of words, showing how 
the winds of mouths and the currents of winds 
produce deflections and abrasions, and yet are un- 
able to destroy the essential parts of words, which 
are older than the oldest Sanskrit, sole vestiges of 
nations whose every other remnant has perished 
from the memory of the race. He ransacked the 
Arna-Magnean Library of Copenhagen (which is so 
rich in Icelandic manuscripts) for materials, and 
employed a legion of scribes. The materials grew 
rapidly in his hands, and now his mind brooded 
over their true arrangement, which was to make 
the dark, formless chaos a fair creation. He at 
last selected the method, and was about to send to 
press the first sheets of the Dictionary— 

But the fair guerdon when we hope to find, 

And think to burst out into sudden blaze, 

Comes the blind Fury with the abhorred shears, 

And slits the thin-spun life. 
Typhoid fever threw Richard Cleasby on his death- 
bed. He died in the autumn of 1847. His family 
piously resolved that the monument he had planned 
should be raised to his memory. They intrusted 
the materials to a committee of learned men formed 
at Copenhagen, and supplied them with the neces- 
sary money to carry the work to completion. In 
1854 the work was returned to the family as “ com- 
pleted.” Their friend, by whose advice they had 
from the first acted upon examination of the work, 
Mr. Dasent, found it was not in a state fit for the 
press, and engaged then to place it in the hands of 
the most thorough Icelandic scholar of the day, 
Mr. Gudbrand Vigfisson, to prepare it for publica- 
tion under his supervision. Such is the history of 
the work just published, and which ought to be 


found on a shelf of every public library in your 
country. 

The Cambridge examiners, who, last July, exa. 
mined women in this city and Leeds, have just is. 
sued their report, from which it appears : “ Thirty. 
six candidates were examined ; the examiners were 
on the whole well satisfied with the result of the 
examination, although the examiner in Scripture 
complains that his questions were not satisfactorily 
answered, and that predilection was shown for mys 
tical interpretation of Scripture at the expense of 
sound criticism. Only two candidates presented 
themselves in Latin, four in Italian, two in mathe. 
matics, three in political economy, four in drawing, 
and three in music. None in Greek, logic, or na- 
tural science. 

Prof. Max Miiller, of Oxford, has been invited by 
the Viceroy of Egypt, to be present at the opening 
of the Suez Canal. The Viceroy undertakes to pay 
his expenses there, back, and during his whole stay 
in Egypt. Similar invitations have been addressed 
to eminent professors of all the great European uni- 
versities. 

The 19th of October, the long-promised memorial 
placed over the grave where Leigh Hunt sleeps, was 
officially uncovered. The weather was extremely 
cold and bleak, and many of those who were ex- 
pected to be present sent letters of apology, among 
them were Lord Lytton, Mr. Charles Dickens, Earl 
Russell, Mr. Robert Browning, Mr. Alfred Tennyson, 
Mr. George Cruikshank, Rev. C. Kingsley, etc. But 
there were present to do the poet and_ essayist 
honor, Mr. Edmund Yates, Mr. Gerald Massey, Mr. 
R. H. Horne (author of “ Orion”), Mr. and Mrs. 8. 
C. Hall, and many members of the family. The 
extremely unfavorable weather drove the company 
into one of the side chapels of the cemetery, where 
Lord Houghton delivered an address. The me- 
morial consists of a white marble bust, under which 
are these lines from Leigh Hunt’s works: 

‘*Write me as one 

That loves his fellow men ;" 
and “ James Henry Leigh Hunt was born October 19, 
1784, and died August 28,1859.’’ The grave isthe 
extreme end of Kensel-green Cemetery. Let me 
mention to show how Hood’s memory is cherished, 
that after this tribute of respect was paid Leigh 
Hunt, a great many persons went to Tom Hood’s 
grave. 

Letters from Bonn state that one of the professors 
recently inveighed against the passion of students 
of its university for wearing their hair long and un- 
combed. This philippic gave great offence to the 
students, and to express their displeasure, they 
went at midnight and howled dismally. The pro- 
fessor, so far from retreating before this roar, raised 
a window, put his head out of it, aud said to the 
students they might think long matted locks a sure 
indication of a learned and philosophical brain, but 
he had just been to Oxford and Cambridge, where 
he saw students with short and well-kept hair with- 
out being one whit the worse for it. Moreover, 
these same Oxford and Cambridge students, though 
brave as steel, never were so stupid as to tattoo their 
faces with rapiers, neither did they stupefy them- 
selves with beer ; and ifthe truth must be said, he 
had found them much more thorough students 
and by far more civil gentlemen than the persous 
he then had the honor of addressing. He closed 
his window. The howling was not renewed, aD 
in a few minutes there was not a student in front 
of his house.

OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, Oct. 16, 1869. 

TuErr was buried to-day in Mont Parnasse ceme- 
tery, one of the most eminent contemporary authors 
of France, M. Sainte-Beuve. His death was in a 
measure unexpected. He was afflicted with an in- 
curable disease—the stone ; but no one considered 
a fatal termination probable for two or three years. 
What an interesting chapter might be written on 
the influence of English mothers and English wives 
on Frenchmen! Charles Augustin Sainte-Beuve 
was the only child of an English woman, and upon 
her fell paternal as well as maternal duties, which 
made her influence upon her son double. He was 
born in a sorrowful home. His father died eight 
months after marriage, and six weeks before the 
birth of the child who was to make the family 
name much more celebrated than the old Jansenist 
house from whom he pretended to be descended. 
This father had some taste of letters. He could 
turnarhyme. He loved books well enough to be 
aconstant hunter of them in all those nooks and 
corners of a provincial town where they are stranded 
by life’s current. He had a tincture of philology. 
His widow was an earnest admirer of the Lakists, 
and of Cowper. It is probable the only child found 
at home an unusual collection of books, and had 
literary tastes early awakened. Charles Augustin 
Sainte-Beuve was born at Boulogne (which is more 
than half an English town), the 23d December, 
1804. The premature death of his father had re- 
duced his mother’s circumstances of fortune from 
comparative ease to straits, for his father’s chief 
source of income was a clerkship in the tax-gath- | 
erer’s office, and he died before his widow was en- 
titled toa pension. He seems to have had a maiden 
sister more independent of fortune. She gene- 
rously came to her sister-in-law’s assistance, formed | 
4 strong attachment to the boy, and undertook to 
defray all his expenses. These women were fer- | 
vently religious, and made him share their devo- 
Honal exercises. His mother (true Englishwoman 
48 she was) was extremely desirous he should re- 
ceive a thorough education, and when he was four- 
en she made Paris her home in order to afford 
him the superior advantages of the capital. He 
stayed fora short time at Charlemagne College, | 
aud was transferred to Bourbon (or, as it is now 
called, Bonaparte) College, where he graduated. He 
tarly attracted attention at college, where he had 
for comrades Paillet, Dufaure, and Baroche, emi- | 
nent lawyers, and with Baroche he retained inti- | 
mate relations as long as he lived. Sainte-Beuve’s | 
accuracy was remarkable even at college. Upon! 
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one occasion the class had to translatea Latin text 
in which mention was made of those young frogs 
which are in French called fetards (tadpoles), be- 
cause at this period of their development -their 
head is out of all proportion with their body, Sainte- 
Beuve was the only boy in the class who gave the 
proper word. The professor complimented him 
upon it. The boys shouted as they quitted school: 
“Twas un tetard,” and for the rest of Sainte-Beuve’s 
college life he bore the nickname Tefard, and was 
called nothing else by his comrades. A school- 
fellow has described Sainte-Beuve, Paillet, Du- 
faure, and Baroche during playtime: “They were 
mere peripatetics who did not wear out their shoes 
or break their braces. I can never call to mind 
Dufaure during his college days except as walking 
up and down one of the sides of the playground, 
his hands crossed and hidden in the sleeves of his 
frock coat, ruminating something, and rarely, in 
company with a schoolfellow as quiet as himself.”’ 
Sainte-Beuve graduated with distinction, and 
among other honors carried off the prize of Latin 
poetry. In France literary ambition is very gene- 
ral among young men in colleges ; for while in Ame- 
rica the more generous college boys dream of ri- 
valling Clay, or Calhoun, or William C. Preston, 
and of climbing to immortality by the law’s path ; 
here the higher spirits pant to win immortality by 
the pen, and to link their names with Moliére, and 
Montesquieu, and Voltaire. This fever was wide- 
spread, especially during the Restoration, when 
France, relieved of the long nightmare of the em- 
pire, was fired with admiration by Chateaubriand, 
de Stael, Shakspeare, Scott, and Byron (whose 
genius was for the first time disclosed to these 
people). Sainte-Beuve’s mother opposed his lean- 
ing on his pen for support, lest it might prove a 
broken reel. She insisted that he should provide 
himself with the substantial staff of a profession, 
which is neither dependent upon Minerva’s invita- 
tion, nor is it an artof luxury, noran uncertain social 
station. She obliged him to study medicine. He 
lived with his mother at 94 Rue de Vaugirard. He 
walked the wards of Hoépital St. Louis, situated, 
as some of your readers know, at the very north- 
eastern extremity of Paris. His mother provided 
him with a small chamber in the immediate vici- 
nity of the hospital, in the Rue de Lancry, where 
he seems to have worked hard and to have led the 
solitary sort of life which was a characteristic of all 
his career. He made his bed and cleaned his cham- 
ber, and for three months together not a visitor 
crossed his threshold. This was about 1824, ’25, 
26. In 1827 he went to England on a visit to his 
maternal kinsmen, and during his sojourn he 
“bathed in the Thames,” and read Cowper and 
Wordsworth. He returned to Paris with more 
literary, and less medical ambition than ever. He 
secretly courted the Muse of Poetry. His ambition 
was to introduce to France the Lakists’ School of 
poetry, whose characteristics are almost painful 
attention to Nature, and unremitting effort to note 
all her phases and to awaken to every one of them 
sympathetic responses in the human heart. Youth- 
ful poetry has no market value. Sainte-Beuve 
wisely confided his poetry only to his portfolio and 
addressed himself to prose. He had too the good 
sense to address his first prose efforts to the news- 
papers. A book is a formidable adventure, and few 
publishers are willing to stake money on a doubly 
hazardous speculation. The publication of every 
book, except the work of a Macaulay, a Thackeray, 
a Dickens or their few peers, is a doubtful ven- 
ture; and a young author’s first book is as perilous 
again. Nosuch perils attend the publication of 
contributions by raw authors to newspapers. The 
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average talent of the sheet redeems the dull or 
awkward article. Saint-Beuve sent his first article 
(it was a criticism on some new work) to M. Du- 
bois, then chief editor of “ Le Globe”? newspaper. 
He knew M. Dubois. When Sainte-Beuve was at 
Bourbon College M. Dubois was professor of rheto- 
ric. He received his old scholar’s criticism and 
published it. The essay was favorably received, 
and he asked the young author to continue. 
One day—but let me give Sainte-Beuve’s own ac- 
count of this incident, which had a very important 
influence on his life: “ M. Dubois had intrusted 
to me ‘ Les Odes et Ballades’ to criticize in ‘Le 
Globe.’ I made reserves in doing so, but at the 
same time with quite a warm sentiment of sympa- 
thy and high esteem. Victor Hugo went to see M. 
Dubois to ask my name and address in order to 
thank me. Now it so happened I, without know- 
ing it, lived next door to Victor Hugo. He occn- 
pied a modest suite of rooms on the second floor 
of No. 90 Rue de Vaugirard, and I lived with my 
mother at No. 94. Hugo having called on me 
‘without finding me in, and having left his card, I 
returned his call the next day about noon, and 
found him at breakfast. Conversation after the 
very first words was absorbed by poetry. Mme. 
Hugo asked me point-blank who wrote the rather 
severe article on Alfred de Vigny’s ‘Cinque Mars’ 
which had appeared in ‘Le Globe.’ I confessed I 
was the author. Hugo, amid his thanks and com- 
pliments for the manner in which I had judged 
‘Les Odes et Ballades,’ took the opportunity of 
explaining to me his views, his method of the art 
of poetry, and some of his secrets of rhythm and 
color. I wrote poetry even as early as that day, 
but for myself alone and without boasting of it. I 
quickly caught the new things I heard for the first 
time, and which instantly gave me light upon style 
and the turn of verses. As I had already begun to 
study our old poets of the sixteenth century,I was 
quite prepared to make applications of what I heard 
and to find reasons to support them. A second 
visit completed my conversion, and my initiation 
into some of the reforms of the new school. 

“ Upon my return home I made a selection of my 
poems and sent them to Victor Hugo, which was 
a thing I had never before dared todo to anybody ; 
for I felt distinctly that my masters of ‘Le 
Globe,’ really masters in history and in philosophy, 


knew nothing about poetry. Hugo replied instantly, | 


and while praising my poetry knew very well how 
to indicate by the portions he praised what were 
my weak points. I was from that day conquered 
by the branch of the Romantic School of which he 
was the chief. A few months afterwards he and I 
went to the Rue Notre Dame des Champs to live, 
where, by a new and fortunate chance, I happened 
to be his neighbor again. He lived at No. 11, and I 
lived at No. 19. A close intimacy followed. My 
‘Joseph Delorme,’ already begun in solitude and 
silence, was augmented by firmer elegies with a 
more accurate accent. A period brimming with 
enthusiasm which lasted three years (1827-30), 
began for me. ‘ Les Consolations’ completed its 
confirmation in my inner life. ‘ Les Consolations’ 
have remained in my eyes as ’twere the ardent and 
pure sanctuary of the best years of my youth.”’ 
Sainte-Beuve, in after life, always looked back 
upon this period of his literary career with irri- 
tation. He never forgave himself for having al- 
lowed Victor Hugo to have acquired such absolute 
influence over him. Their friendship continued 
warm, but not so fervent as during this first period 
(1826-30), antil about 1835 or 36, when a violent rup- 
ture took place between the friends. The received 
explanation here is that Sainte-Beuve made im- 








| proper overtures to Mme. Victor Hugo, and that 
her husband ordered him out of the house. This 
‘is quite probable. Sainte-Beuve never took pains 
'to conceal his immorality. You may see in his 
article on “‘ Maurice de Guerin”’ and on “ Rigault.” 
a sort of sneer at the early marrtages of these men, 
and he asserts they went to their graves earlier 
than their companions who led licentious lives, ag 
if dissoluteness gave longer life than morality. In 
“Joseph Delorme,” which is more than half an an- 
tobiography, he says: “ I created for myself in per- 
spective, an ideal of marriage in which the sacra- 
ment had no share;’’ in plain English, his beau 
ideal of union with a woman was to keep her asa 
mistress. not as a wife. His breach with Victor 
Hugo and some love adventures, in which he found 
women as well as men betray, threw him about 
1836 into great mental and moral agitation. There 
was an aching void in his heart and his head, 
which he for atime believed religion alone could 
fill. He became more intimate with de Lamennais, 
he made Lacordaire’s acquaintance, and for some- 
time bent all his thoughts toward religion. With 
wonted inconstancy he soon glided into a new 
phase, he became as tired of religion as he was of 
amours, and, relieving his mind by writing a new 
book (it was his way of casting skin), he gave the 
world “ Volupté.” He says, speaking of this work: 
“ All of the personages are portraits, and very faith- 
fully painted.” 

It has been alleged that Lacordaire aided him to 
write his work. The extent of the aid given was 
slight. Sainte-Beuve wished to portray the senti- 
ments of a man accustomed to society, who, tired of 
the world, had sought refuge in the church, and ex- 
pressed the feelings with which he entered the 
cloister for the first time as his home. He asked 
Lacordaire to introduce him to some theological 
seminary. Lacordaire threw open the theological 
seminary at Issy to him, and gave him some notes 
in which he narrated his own thoughts upon find- 
ing himself for the first time in the cloister. Sainte- 
Beuve used these notes, often paying a visit to 
I.sy, to write a very effective chapter in “ Volupté.’’ 
It was about the same time he published his “ Pen- 
sées d’Aotit.” This was his last poetical work. He 
felt he was no poet,or as he expressed: “I rose 
quite near the summit, but I did not get over it.” 
He continued, however, to write poety all his life. 

In one of his notes, made after 1840, he records: 
“T ended to-day de Rance’s letters, and I trans- 
lated one of Theocritus’s idyls. Let us vary our 
pleasures.” He leaves some unpublished poems 
in his escritoire: “There are some thirty pieces 
which I will give you to read, and then you will 
burn them,” said he to a friend some time before 
his death: Shall we have these poems?  Irri- 
tated, fevered, dissatisfied with himself, jaded by

The wounds 
were dealt all the more severely because they were 
given in anote. The venom in the attack chal- 
lenged attention, and the literary world wondered 
why Sainte-Beuve went out of his way to attack 
obscurity. Curiosity once roused would not be 
satisfied until the secret was discovered. It was 
ascertained this humble professor had, in one of 
his school books, given a page from Sainte-Beuve’s 
writings as a perfect specimen of inaccurate ex- 
pressions! About 1857 Sainte-Beuve contemplated 
for a short time, writing for an American maga- 
zine pictures of his literary contemporaries. He 
would have thrown into them all venom. But 
a law-suit, successfully brought by the “ Revue des 
Deux Mondes,” against M. Philarete Chasles, for 
being too outspoken in letters addressed to a Rus- 
sian newspaper, deterred him, In 1855, he began 
to write for “ Le Moniteur.”” He was appointed, in 
the same year, Professor of Latin Poetry in the 
College of France, but the students refused to allow 
him to take the chair, upon the ground that he was 
an apostate to liberty, and had sold himself to the 
empire. The government thereupon gave him a 
chair in the Normal School. He did not occupy 
this long. The more recent events of his life I have 
narrated in these columns, narrated as they oe- 
curred. You may remember his appointment, to 
the Senate, a seat he had long desired. Although 
the author of more than forty volumes, he was not 
in the receipt of a very large income; besides, the 
accumulation of years began to be burthensome, 
and disease had laid its cruel hand upon him, 80 
Sainte-Beuve needed the salary of Senator ($6000, 
gold, a year), to be assured his last years should be 
spent in peace. Still, [question whether he would 
have accepted a senatorship could he have foreseen 
allits incidents. The Senate was hostile to him from 
the outset, because he was appointed, as it were, 
despite the Emperor, and solely to gratify Prince 
Napoleon and Princess Mathilde. After he under 
took to defend free inquiry, he was regarded with 
bitter enmity by the Senate. He was, too, treated 
with coldness by the whole Court circle, the Em- 
press holding him in horror for his atheism.

I allude to the advertisement of Mr, Wilkie Cal 
lins’s new novel, entitled “Man and Wife,” which, 
I suppose, is to be another edition of my infelicitous 
marriage. More than twenty novels have been 
written upon that already. It has been served up 
to suit every possible variation of public taste—en 
ragéut; au potage; delicately, au blanc; bitterly, 
au maigre. As the heroine, I have been drowned, 
abandoned on a desert island, tied toa Promethean 
rock, and often happily remarried. Of all this 

am not about to complain; on the contrary, I am 
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disposed to philosophize on how much worse my 
destiny might have been, tied to that rock, instead 
of pleasantly roaming about the United States. But 
the advertisement sets forth that the marriage In 
“Man and Wife,” “ like that of Major Yelverton and 
Theresa Longworth,” was illegal! The simile is 
incorrect. The novelist, of course, may indulge in 
as many tricks of law as he pleases with Ais mar- 
riage, and may make it legal or illegal, as the exi- 
gencies of his plot may require; but my marriage, 
after a hard-fought seven years’ battle, was pro- 
nounced legal by the highest courts; and I now 
hold a judgment for maintenance against Major 
Yelverton, which could be enforced at any time, 
could he be found. Your readers may recollect the 
triumphal ovation which, on the occasion of my vic- 
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tory, swept through the three kingdoms, culminat- 
ing in the unparalleled event of a cheer to my 
leading counsel when he next took his seat in the 
House of Commons. It is true that there was a penal 
law against Catholics, under which it was sought to 
shelter Major Yelverton ; but public opinion would 
not tolerate such a perversion of justice and das- 
tardly evasion of the spirit of the Constitution. 
This barbarous and obsolete law is ere this ex- 
punged from the Statute-book; for, long before I 
left England, that, with some others, was under the 
consideration of a committee for the very purpose, 
and the only question before the committee, with 
regard to it, was one laid before them by me, viz:

ILLUSTRATED GIFT BOOKS OF THE SEASON. 
Thomas ITood, Illustrated by Gustave Doré. pp. 63. 

London: E. Moxon, Son & Co. New York: Cas-

This is undoubtedly the first book of the season, 
aud as such is entitled to the post of honor at the 
head of our notices of new books. It would be 
hard for us to say anything which has not already 
been said in praise of Doré’s genius; as works of 
art, his productions are without rival, while his 
master hand conceives and intensifies in pictorial 
form the most airy or subtle fancies of our greatest 
poets. The present work contains eight selections 
from Hood’s works: ‘*The Bridge of Sighs,” “ The 
Lady’s Dream,’? “The Dream of Eugene Aram,” 
“Ruth,” “Qde to Melancholy,’ “Queen Mab,” 
“The Haunted Honse,” and “The Song of the 
Shirt.” Nothing can be finer than Doré’s illustra- 
tiou of the lines— 

**So wills the fierce, avenging sprite, 
So blood for blood atones.”’ 

The agony of horror and remorse displayed in 
the face and attitude of Eugene Aram, and the re- 
proachful look on the ghastly face of the dead, 
‘wept clear by the winds of its covering of leaves, 
are expressed with marvellous force; while each 
blade of grass seems to point a finger of scornful 
mockery and vengeance at the murderer. It isa 
magnificent volume, and a worthy monument of the 
genius of both poet and painter. There is one 
gratifying point about the work which should not 
be overlooked, and which will be found on the 
title-page, above Messrs. Moxons’ monogram, where 
a distinguished member of that firm has been good 
enough to place his portrait.

Co. There are over thirty illustrations, many of 
them full page, and the well-known names of the 
artists by whom they have been drawn and en- 
graved, is a guarantee of their excellence.

The Desert World. From the French of Arthur 
Mangin. Edited and Enlarged by the Translator 
of “The Bird,” by Michelet. Illustrated. pp. 
624. New York: Thomas Nelson & Sons. 

The Desert World, as described in the pages of 
this work, not only includes the sandy seas of 
Africa and Asia, the icy wastes of the poles, and 
the inaccessible crests of the great mountain chains, 
but all those regions where man has failed to plant 
regular communities, or permanent abode, and 
where nature has defied the encroachments of 
human industry. The far stretching steppes, with 
their sinister and uninviting aspect, the hot rain- 
less sandy wastes of Africa, the virgin forests, 
pathless and wild, clad in all the majestic beauty 
of a tropical vegetation, undisturbed by the foot of 
man, the prairies and pampas, with their undulat- 
ing billows of long grass, rolling across their broad 
expanse, as far as the eye can see, the lofty and 
rugged mountain chains, and the oozey marshes 
and morasses, are all graphically described. And not 
only are the deserts themselves described, but also

The present edition changes the form of the 
publication. The work was originally produced 
}in eight volumes, but is now contained in four,

| treat respectively of the Antediluvians, Patriarchs, 
and Judges ; the Kings of Israel ; Job, Psalms, and 
Prophets ; our Lord and his Apostles. The volumes 
are not sold separately. The publishers do not 
exaggerate when they say, “This valuable work 
consists of a selection of Scripture subjects chiefly 
from the historical books of the Old and New Tes- 
taments. The Sacred History is taken in regular 
course, each reading presenting a separate and dis- 
tinct subject, though a visible coherence is given 
{to all the parts, not only by the historical order 
| adopted, but by attention being given to the lead- 
| ing events, between which the lesser subjects na- 
turally arrange themselves and by which they are 
connected, <A vast amount of biblical knowledge 
is thus presented, not usually accessible, except to 
persons possessed of large and curious libraries. 
| Here, also, is found in easy and unpretending shape, 
the real fruits of much learned discussion and 
painstaking research. The careful thought which 
the author gave to these subjects, and his intimate 
acquaintance with the manners, customs, and ideas 
of the eastern nations (which most nearly resemble 
the Ancient Hebrews), peculiarly fitted him for the 
| preparation of this great work. The late John

Haydn’s Dictionary first appeared in England 
in 1841, and the author died in 1856, while the 
seventh edition was being printed. The prepara- 
tion of that edition was completed by Mr. Benja- 
lmin Vincent, whoat the same time began to collect 
materials for a revision of the work. The results 
of these labors are incorporated in the twelfth 
| English edition, which was brought out in 1866. 
|The American editor tells us in his preface, that 
ithe work “was taken in hand” by the American 
| publishers “upon its first appearance in England. 
lIf the work has been “in hand” since 1841—the 
| date of its first appearance in England—the inter 
vening twenty-eight years have certainly afforded 
| ample time and opportunity to both publisher and 
|editor. The portion of the added matter relating 
‘to the military events of this country prior to the 
| recent civil war, has been prepared by Mr. Benson 
| J. Lossing. We are not surprised at the statement 
| that during such a long period of preparation the 
| work “has passed through several hands,” but no 
other name is mentioned in connection with the 
i editorship, except that of Mr. Lossing. We have 
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not had sufficient time to make a minute examina- 
tion of the labors of the American editors, but we 
doubt whether it justifies all that is claimed for it 
in the preface. Thus, we find, that the record of 
public events in the United States closes at the 
date of December 29, 1865! Indeed, we notice that 
as respects the general matter of the work, it is left 
at the year 1866, where the twelfth English edition 
left it, while portions of the American matter are 
brought down to a later date, although not uni- 
formly so. In ‘* New York,” for instance, the date 
is brought down to that highly important event, 
the burning of Barnum’s Museum, March 2, 1868; 
and in * Pennsylvania,”’ the last fact mentioned in 
the eighteen lines devoted to the subject, is that 
the State “ established the present [Constitution] 
in 1790,’ which would scarcely: be an illustration 
of the “ fresh records and statistics” so obtrusively 
talked about by the American editor, even if the 
statement were not utterly untrue. But we forbear 
from further comment. A thirteenth English edi- 
tion has recently appeared, bringing the informa- 
tion down to June, 1868.

Aurelia; or the Jews of Capena-Gate. By M. A.

The time of this story is the close of the first cen- 
tury of the Christian era, and the place is Rome. 
The author’s object has been to remove the veil 
which conceals the early age of the Christian 
Church, when Peter and Paul preached the Gospel 
in the capital of the Pagan world ; and he has cer- 
tainly succeeded in constructing an historical novel 
which will be read with absorbing interest. Mr. 
Quinton is a learned French lawyer, and his refer- 
ences to the legal system of Rome, in its application 
to daily life, the customs of the people and their 
domestic relations and manners, are interwoven 
with the incidents, in such a way as not only to 
add to the life-likeness of the events, but to im- 
part positive information to the reader. It is a book, 
in this respect, quite as well worth the attention of 
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the young classical student as the ‘ Gallus” of 
Becker. The facts connected with the extraordinary 
spread of Christianity in all classes of the Roman 
empire, the principal events of this narrative, and 
the vivid descriptions of the customs of ancient 
Rome, are drawn from the writings of Tacitus, Seu- 
tonius, Dion Cassius, Seneca, Juvenal, Martial, and 
others.

Dr. Hartwig has written several volumes showing 
his aptitude in sketching the salient points of na- 
ture, and we well remember the interest with which, 
while ourselves at sea, we perused the pages of one 
of his works, “‘ The Sea and its Living Wonders.”’ 
Another of his publications was devoted to ‘*The 
Tropical World.’’ In the one now before us he de- 
parts to the opposite extreme of temperature, and 
brings before us a series of graphic pictures repre- 
senting life, and scenery, and the wayfaring of tra- 
vellers around the opposite poles of the earth. The 
original text has been left unaltered, but the Ame- 
rican editor has, for the original illustrations, sub- 
stituted a much larger number of others, drawn 
from different sources, such as the works of Atkin- 
son, J. Ross Browne, Lord Dufferin, C. F. Hall, J. 
Lamont, Viscount Milton, and Harper’s Magazine. 
A chapter on Alaska, and one on the Innuits have 
been added by the editor. 


HISTORY AND BIOGRAPEHY., 

Ancient States and Empires, for College sand Schools. 
By John Lord, LL.D. pp. 645. New York: Chas. 
Scribner & Co. 

In a work of this nature intended for school and 
college use, the primary requisites which are neces- 
sary to meet the requirements of our educational 
system, are that it should be both brief and com- 
prehensive, and these two objects have been fully 
attained by the authorin his work. He commences 
with the ante and post-deluvian history of the 
world, as revealed in the Scriptures, until it becomes 
contemporary with that revealed by recent Eastern 
explorers, from the hieroglyphic-covered monu- 
ments of ancient Egypt and elsewhere. An account 
is given of the Chaldeanand Assyrian monarchies, 
the empire of the Medes and Persians, the rise of 
the Phoenicians and of Carthage, and the first book 
ends with the fall of Jerusalem in the reign of 
Titus, and the dissemination of the Jews asa nation. 
The second book describes the rise of the Grecian 
States, with some account of the geography of the 
country, and its early inhabitants, the heroic age, 
and its legends, the constitution of the various 
States, their progress in civilization prior to the 
Persian wars, and their subsequent history, until 
they were collected under the single rule of Alex- 
ander, an account of whose conquests and death 
ends the book. The third book contains the history 
of the Roman empire, fromthe foundation of Rome to 
its final overthrow by the Ostrogoths and other hordes 
of Barbarians who at that time overran Europe. 
Prefixed is a map of the world as known to the 
ancients, and marginal references are freely given 
throughout. The course pursued by Dr. Lord in 
the arrangement of this work is admirable, and is 
such that the continuity of idea concerning the 
different points of the history is never broken, but 


each history is given in one connected chain of 


events, by which the memory of the student is 
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materially aided in the retention of the facts pre. 

sented. The reverend author is not only a ripe 

scholar, and a trustworthy historian, but has here 
manifested a thorough appreciation of the require- 
ments of an educational text-book. 

The Listory of Civilization By Amos Pean, LL.D, 
Vol. vii., pp. 627. Albany: Joel Munsell. 

The present volume, which includes this im- 
portant work, is devoted to European Art, a subject 
which it divides into Objective Arts, Architecture, 
Sculpture, Painting, Subjective Arts—Music, Poe- 
try, Eloquence; Mixed Arts, the Drama, and the 
Military Art. Appended to the volume is a list of 
the subscribers—about five hundred and ninety in 
number. The publisher may be congratulated upon 
the prompt and successful completion of an under- 
taking of such magnitude. Mr. Munsell, in a note 
to his subscribers, says of the work that “it has 
met with a generous patronage from the friends and 
students of the author, who have manifested their 
appreciation of the memory of their former pro- 
fessor and friend by rallying in support of the 
great work of his life. The almost universal re- 
sponse to calls which it was necessary to make as 
each volume was issued, for prompt remittances ia 
aid of the expenses of the enterprise, has enabled 
the publisher to push the work to completion 
within the compass of a year, a consummation that 
was hoped for, but entered upon with much 
apprehension. In expressing a just appreciation 
of so noble a zeal on the part of the alumni of the 
Albany Medical College, and the Law School, as 
well as of friends generally, the thanks of the fam- 
ily of the late Professor Dean are hereby tendered 
with gratitude.” 

Southland Writers Fs Biographical and Critical 
Sketches of the Living Female Writers of the South, 
with Extracts from their Writings. By Ida Ray- 
mond. pp. xxi., 519; vii. 523-973, 2 vols. 
Philadelphia: Claxton, Remsen, & Haffelfinger. 
This is a handsomely manufactured, tastefully 

prepared, and in many respects quite a character- 

istic work. The editress has given prominence to 
those writers who were contributors to “ Confede- 
rate Journals,” omitting mention of several writers 
otherwise well known, such as Miss Maria I. Meln- 
tosh, Mrs. Anna Cora Ritchie, and “ Marian Har- 
land.” The subjects of the sketches are arranged 
according to States. From Kentucky we have 
twelve writers ; from Louisiana, sixteen ; from Geor- 
gia, twenty; from Alabama, thirteen; from Missis- 
sippi, four; from Florida, four; from Tennessee, five; 
from Virginia, sixteen; from North Carolina, six; 
from South Carolina, thirteen; from Maryland, 
three ; from Texas, three—one hundred and fifteen 
names inall. The merits of these different pro- 
ductions are of course greatly diversified, but no 
one can deny that, taken together, they must be 
regarded as creditable in a high degree to their 

authors, and that many of them are marked by 4 

rare degree of merit. The publishers have pro 

duced the work in style of paper, typography, aud 
binding quite attractive. 


The History of Rome. By Theodore Mommsen. 
Translated, with the author’s sanction and addi- 
tions, by the Rev. William P. Dickson, D.D, 
with a preface by Dr. Leonard Schmitz. Vol IL 
pp. 635. New York: Charles Scribner & Co. 
Scribner & Co. are doing a good service to the 

American public in reproducing this valuable work 

at a price which will bring it within the reach of 

the general body of readers. It will be done with- 
out abridging or mutilating the original, and wi 
incorporate the additions which have bee made 
by the author in the later German editions, and 
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which have been transferred to the last edition of 
the London translation. Several of these altera 
tions by the author are of considerable importance. 
It is needless to say to those who have even a 
slight knowledge of the recent investigations in 
Roman history, that since the time of Niebuhr no 
one has dealt with this subject in a more original or 
masterly way than Mommsen, and although many 
of his views have provoked criticism, yet he must 
be regarded perhaps altogether as the highest liv- 
ing authority in this department. His manner of 
expression is agreeable, and has in it nothing stiff, 
cumbrous, or repulsive, at least as his translator 
has rendered him; nor is the work overloaded 
with mere erudition. He writes with vivacity, and 
with a certain colloquial freedom which the general 
reader will appreciate. In size and appearance 
the work corresponds with the “ History of Eng- 
land,” by Froude, also published by Scribner & Co. 


The Life of Christopher Columbus. Compiled from 
the French of Roselly De Lorgues. By J. J. Bar- 
ry. M.D. pp. vii., 620. Boston: P. Donahoe. 
De Lorgues’ ** Christophe Colomb” was published 

in Paris in two volumes in 1564, and professed to 
be drawn from authentic Spanish and Italian docu- 
wents. Mr. Barry has taken the biographical 
portion of De Lorgues’ work, and has reproduced 
itina somewhat condensed form, aiming thus to 
produce a portrait which he regards as not only at 
full length, but as lifelike of “ who, it is to be 
hoped, will ere long be solemnly enrolled on the 
glorious catalogue of the canonized Saints.” The 
author maintains that there is need for a thorough- 
ly new discussion of the character and claims of 
Columbus; that the misrepresentations on this sub- 
ject have been such that Christopher Columbus is 
worse known in our days than he was a century 
ago. This he contends is mainly to be attributed 
to the fact that Humboldt and Irving, who have 
chiefly contributed to mould the opinion of readers, 
are both Protestants who “ could not judge soundly 
of the spirit and the acts of the man in whom the 
most ardent Catholicity was personified,’’ and who 
have therefore “ denaturalized the inmost facts of 
the life of Columbus.’? The matter connected 
with the birth of the second son of Columbus and 
ofhis relations with Beatrice Enriquez, his mother, 
is fully investigated by De Lorgues, and he finds 
in it additional reason for his opinion that the sub- 
ject of his biography should be studied anew and 
his portraiture redrawn. 

Admiral Coligny, and the Rise of the Huguenots.

Dr. Blackburn, while searching in Paris, in 1862, 
for the spot where Coligny was murdered, formed 
the purpose of which this work is in part the ex- 
The author, by considerable study of 
this period of the history of the French Church, as 
shown by others of his publications, has become 
well qualified for the task of tracing the rise of the 
Huguenot party and sketching the biography of the 
geat historical representative of its religious ele- 
ment. The narrative is written with vivacity, and 
the foot notes contain references to the original 
Sources of information.

Albrecht Diirer, the father of the German School 
of Painting, was born at Niirnberg, in 1471, and, 
While still young, gave tokens of that genius which 
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| since obtained for him the title of “ Prince of Ar- 


tists” anrong his countrymen. He was not only a 
painter, but wag also an engraver on wood and cop- 
per, and was the inventor of the art of etching, and 
of bringing out wood-cuts in two colors. He is 
also said to have been the author of many books, 
only three of which, however, are now known. He 
died in 1528, his death being hastened, it is said, 
by the constant scolding and ill-will of his wife, 
who turned out a perfect Xantippe. The volume 
is illustrated with fac-similes of his principal 
works, ten of which are produced in autotype, a 
particular kind of photography known as the car- 
bon process, the remainder being engraved on 
wood. The authoress, who has evidently a love 
‘for her subject, has produced the most complete 
history of this great artist and his works ever be- 
fore published, either in German or English.

This volume, which forms one of Messrs. Serib- 
ner’s illustrated library of wonders, contains a 
number of pictures of ancient Egypt, with an ac- 
count of the customs, government, religion, temples, 
and palaces of the Egyptians during the time of 
Rameses the Great, and of the glories of that 


movarch’s reign. Inan appendix are given copious 


explanatory notes, with extracts from Herodotus 
and other writers, on the manners and customs of 
the Egyptians, and a chronological table of the 
dynasties and kings of Egypt from Menes to Cam- 
byses. A numerous list of neatly executed en- 


gravings add to the interest of the book.

Philadelphia: George Maclean, 
This work demands attention, not as much from 

the novelty of the ideas it contains, as from the 
particular style in which they are treated. The 
subject discussed by Dr. Napheys has before been 
the theme of scientific writers, but in such a way as 
to commend it to the professional reader alone. In 
this work, which is strictly physiological, the aim 
of the author seems to be, and in which he has ad- 
mirably succeeded, to present in a clear and suc- 
cinct manner those physiological and hygienic truths 
with which it behooves every mature woman to be 
acquainted, and while possessing the merit of being 
devoid of embarrassing technicalities of diction, 
the evidences of mature reflection, and scientific 
research are exemplified in every department 
treated. The delicacy and refinement with which 
so difficult, and yet so necessary a topic is handled, 
make it worthy of the highest commendation. 
Most works of this kind, having been written by 
empiricists, for the purposes of gain, we greet with 
pleasure the issue of this book, not only for its 
eminently practical usefulness, but as a most value- 
able acquisition to our medical literature. The 
references in the appended notes are complete, and 
will greatly aid the investigating reader in the 
further pursuance of the subject. The rapid sale 
with which this work has been favored, exhausting 
the first edition in two weeks, leads us to predict 
for it an unprecedented success, to which it is justly 
and meritoriously entitled.

Mr. Pumpelly, after returning from his extended 
tour, prepared a volume of *‘ Geological Researches 
in China, Mongolia, and Japan,”’ for publication by 
the Smithsonian Institution. That work was, of 
course, addressed rather to professed scientists or 
students, and did not afford opportunity for per- 
sonal narrative nor for those innumerable and im- 
portant observations suggested by such diversified 
and novel experience. In the present volume we 
have a narrative of the journey itself, which encir- 
cled the earth in the northern temperate zone at a 
time of unusual interest in several of the countries 
visited. “ Extensive travel,’ says our author, “in 
the interior of Japan and China under commission 
from the native governments, and the long journey 
from China over the table lands of Central Asia, 
and through Siberia to Europe, brought me face 
to face with the inhabitants of these interesting 
countries, and with the influences which nature 
has used in moulding them to their present forms.” 

Mr. Pumpelly has a habit of observing things 
around him and of describing some of them ina 
matter-of-fact style. The value of his book lies in 
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the useful information it imparts, and its suggest- 
iveness, as respects the topics he discusses, but he 
does not write with any marked degree of grace- 
fulness of style, nor give evidence of the possession 
of much literary ability. This opinion was formed 
pretty soon after we had made some progress in 
reading the book. It was shaken by the chapter 
on Japanese Art, which is extremely neat and terse, 
but at the end of that chapter we found the initials 
of another name.
